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New Tax Rate Fixed At $26.60 

Sixty Cents Lower Than 1930 

Increased Valuations And Careful Administration Of City 
Affairs Made Lower Rate Possible 


On Wednesday the Newton Hoard 
of Assessors announced that the tax- 
rate for this year is $26.60, a reduc- 
tion of 60 cents per $1000 of valuation 
from last year's rate, which was 
$27.20. This is the lowest tax rate 
Newton has had for eight years. This 
reduction in the tax rate is particu- 
larly gratifying to Newton property 
owners in view of the fact that In 
many cities and towns in Massachu- 
setts tax rates have been considerably 
increased. The reduction comes as a 
surprise to many because of many ex- 
pensive projects which the city has 
engaged in the past year. 

During the past year the valuation 
of this city has increased over $5,149,- 
000. The valuation of new buildings 
is about $3,500,000. During the year 
the assessors made about 3000 
changes in property values, both real 
estate and personal property. These 
changes included about $1,000,000 in- 
creases over previous valuations. For 
the past ten years the assessors have 
been slightly increasing valuations on 
many of the older houses which were 
formerly assessed at very low valua- 
tions. Since the war sales prices and 
rentals on these houses had largely in- 
creased while the valuations had re- 
mained practically the same. During 
tills same period new houses which 
were constructed were assessed quite 
high and to make more equitable as- 
sessing. valuations on some of these 
new houses were reduced. Valuations 
were also reduced on some of the old 
houses in the city of the large type, 
as the market values of such build- 
ings have greatly reduced owing to 
the fact they cannot be sold or rented. 

One matter affecting taxation in this 
city which has rapidly grown to larger 
Import is that of exemption on prop- 
erties owned by private schools. For- 
merly the private schools in this city 
paid taxes on their real estate and 
personal property. But. in 1920 the 
Allen-Chalmers School at West New- 
ton, which had succeeded the Allen 
School, claimed tax exemption on 
$77,100 worth of real estate and per- 
sonal. and this claim was allowed. In 
1922 Lasell Seminary for girls at Au- 
burndale followed suit and claimed 
exemption on $220,800 worth of real 
estate. The Allen-Chalmers School 
went out of existence several years 
ago. The value of real estate owned 
by Lasell Seminary and on which no 
taxes are paid this year is $275,900; 
the value of its personal property 
which is exempted from taxes is $25,- 
800. 

Last year (1930) the Fessenden 
School for boys at West Newton emu- 
lated Lasell and claimed exemption 
from taxes and its claim was allowed. 
The amount of valuation on which the 
Fessenden School pays no taxes this 
year is $482,450 on real estate and 
$21,500 on personal property. This 
year, for the first time, the Mount Ida 
School for girls at Newton is pursuing 
the same course as the other big pri- 
vate schools and is being exempted 
from taxes on $15,000 worth of per- 
sonal property and real estate as- 
sessed at $192,600. Within the past 
several months the old Pulsifer man- 
sion on Islington road at Auburndale 
was purchased for a private school, to 
be known as the Langer School and 
t lie city is allowing tax exemption on 
tills property, assessed for $24,800. 
The assessed valuation of the prop- 
erties owned by Lasell Seminary, Fes- 
senden School and Mount Ida School 
from which the City of Newton re- 
ceives no taxes is $1,013,250. With 
comparatively few exceptions, the pu- 
pils attending these schools come from 
places other than Newton. 

These private schools obtain exemp- 
tion as literary institutions through 
Section 5, Chapter 59 of the Generul 
Laws of this Commonwealth on the I 


claim that they are Incorporated and 
that these schools are not operated 
for profit. 

The tax rate for 1931 is the lowest 
in 8 years. It is $26.60 on each $1000 
of valuation: a reduction of 60 cents 
from last year’s rate. Substantial re- 
ductions in all department appropria- 
tions. except those of the School De- 
partment and the Welfare Department 
were insisted upon by Mayor Weeks 
tills year and a constant check has 
been kept on expenditures. Supple- 
mentary budget figures have been re- 
duced; only $77,000 having been ap- 
propriated by the Aldermen last Mon- 
day night. The meeting on that night 
was tiie last at which appropriations 
could lie made which can lie charged 
to this year’s tax levy. Mayor Weeks 
announced on Wednesday that there 
is a substantial sum remaining in the 
Excess and Deficiency Account to 
care for exigencies which may arise 
during the balance of this year. 

State assessments against this city 
increased $9,770 this year; county 
taxes were $39,223 more than in 1930 
and Metropolitan District taxes in- 
creased $5767, as evidence of the 
careful financing of the city during 
the pust year. In addition to the bud- 
get appropriations made for 1931, 
nearly $300,000 has been taken from 
the Excess & Deficiency Fund for 
street and sewer construction and for 
general appropriations, since the 1930 
tax levy. To afford relief because of 
the unemployment situation $24,215 
was expended for work on the water 
reservation lands at Needham. $79,641 
was distributed through the Welfare 
Department. To cover Cole Brook at 
West Newton cost $42,367. 

The total valuation of the city is 
$165,129,600. Of this amount $147,534,- 
850 is in real estate and $17,594,760 in 
personal property. In 1930 Newton 
had the third lowest tax rate among 
the 39 cities in Massachusetts. It is 
probable this standing will be even 
bettered this year.

JULY BUILDING REPORT 

During the month of July 100 per- 
mits were issued by the Buildings De- 
partment in Newton. The estimated 
valuation of the work to be done was 
$332,015. Thirty-one of the permits 
were for single dwellings, 32 for pri- 
vate garages, 2 for advertising signs 
and 34 for alterations on buildings. 
For the first seven months of this 
year the valuation of building con- 
struction in Newton was $3,068,925 as 
compared with $3,617,063 for the cor- 
responding period of 1930.

Alderman Withdraws 
Bid For New City Hall 

Alderman Hewlett Takes Ethical 
Stand on Painting New City Hall

Alderman Albert D. Howlett of 
Ward 1. whose firm submitted the 
lowest hid for painting and decorat- 
ing the new City Hall and War Me- 
morial buildings withdrew his bid on 
Monday. Mr. Howlett suggested that 
inasmuch as he withdrew his bid, 
which was $1000 lower than the next 
bid, and that his bid had been esti- 
mated on the basis of the work being 
properly performed and a fair profit 
allowed for the job, new bids should 
he asked for with the probability that 
figures would be submitted as low as 
those offered by his firm, and the city 
thus saved $1000. The contract for 
the painting was awarded to the John- 
son-Foster Company of Somerville, 
whose hid is $13,345. The bid of the 
A. I). Howlett Company was $12,174. 
Mr. Howlett’s letter withdrawing the 
bid of his firm follows: 

Dear Sir: 

The Albert D. Howlett Co., in the 
course of the usual procedure, through 
Its estimating department, submitted 
an estimate for the painting and dec- 
orating of the new City Hall at New- 
ton. Tills estimate was the lowest sub- 
mitted by over a thousand dollars. 

I am an officer and a stockholder in 
the Albert D. Howlett Co., and be- 
lieve that because of my official posi- 
tion. as an Alderman of the City of 
Newton, some question might arise as 
to whether or not it would be ethical 
to have a company in which an Aider- 
man holds stock, do work for the city. 

The question involved Is entirely 
one of ethics, as the legal aspects of 
the situation were anticipated at the 
time I first became a member of the 
hoard. The matter was discussed with 
the City Solicitor of Newton and the 
company’s procedure since then has 
been in accordance with his ruling. 

The estimate submitted by the Al- 
bert D. Howlett Co., is binding, sub- 
ject to action by you and the Mayor, 
I respectfully request, as an officer of 
the Albert D. Howlett Co., that said 
company be allowed to withdraw their 
estimate before action is taken con- 
firming their right to the contract. 

I further beg leave to assure you 
that the estimating department of the 
Albert D. Howlett Co., has been in- 
structed to do no further estimating 
for the City of Newton, during my 
tenure of office as an Alderman of the 
city, unless It be at the request of a 
general contractor who is a regular 
customer of the company.

CONTRACTS AWARDED ON CITY 
HALL 


On Tuesday Cecil Chadwick, Build- 
ings Commissioner of Newton, with 
tiie approval of Mayor Weeks award- 
ed the following contracts in connec- 
tion with the construction of the City 
Hall and War Memorial on the tri- 
angle site which is hounded by Com- 
monwealth avenue, Walnut and 
Homer streets, Newton Centre. Gen- 
eral contract, C. S. Cunningham & 
Sons, Boston, $454,100; plumbing, W. 
N. McKenna Co., Boston, $15,740; 
electric work, E. C. Lewis Co., Bos- 
ton, $36.97S : heating, R. H. Baker 
Co., Cambridge. $50,630; sheet metal 
work. C. H. Priggen Co.. Boston, 
$7603; pipe covering. Nightingale- 
Childs Co., Boston, $4108; painting, 
Johnson, Foster Co., Somerville, $13,- 
345. 

C. S. Cunningham Compauy, award- 
ed tiie general contract, was the sec- 
ond lowest bidder: their hid was 
$100 higher than that of the Crane 
Construction Company of Boston. The 
Cunningham Company erected tiie 
new high school building at Newton- 
ville. Tiie lowest bid on tiie heating, 
that of the George E. Soar Company 
of Boston, was rejected. It was $35,- 
495; over $15,000 below the next hid 
on tills work and obviously too low. 
Determined efforts were made to have 
tills contract given to Henry W. Lane 
or Newton Centre whose bid was $S75 
above that of the R. H. Baker Com- 
pany. It was contended that Lane, 
a Newton man, would hire all Newtou 
workers and would buy all his ma- 
terials of Newton men. Tiie low hid 
on the painting, that of the A. D. 
Howlett Company, was withdrawn for 
seasons specified in a letter from Mr. 
Howlett printed elsewhere in this pa- 
per. Work on tlio new structure will 
he started next week. 


FIRE AT NEWTONVILLE 

Shortly, after noon on Wednesday 
fire was discovered in tiie cellar of 
the house at 19 Austin street, Ncw- 
tonville. This house is locuted in the 
largo wooden tenement block. The 
fire was discovered by Mrs. Earl 
Brooks who resides at that address.

For her work 
among the children, with whom she 
was always a great favorite, she was 
particularly well known. She wrote 
many songs for children, some of 
which were sung at the service by 
Loyal Temperance Legion children of 
Boston and surrounding communities. 

W. C. T. U. state presidents, pas- 
tors and others took part in tiie serv- 
ice, which was conducted by Mrs. Ella 
Alexander Boole. Miss Gordon's suc- 
cessor as President of the World’s 
W. C. T. U. 

Following the service Miss Gordon's 
ashes wore placed in tiie Gordon fam- 
ily lot at Mount Hope Cemetery, Bos- 
ton. Rev. Cornelius Clark of the An- 
burndalo Congregational Church offi- 
iated. Miss Gordon was a member 
of this church, from which her sister, 
Mrs. Alice Gordon Guliek went to 
Spain, with her husband. Rev. Wil- 
liam Guliek. 

Miss Gordon died at Custile, New 
York, on June 15.

The meeting of the Board of Aider- 
men called for last Monday night 
dealt with several important matters. 
Because of long committee meetings 
with the Board sitting as a commit- 
tee of the whole to discuss matters 
concerning the new City Hall, and the 
discussion of last minute appropria- 
tions by the Finance Committee be- 
fore the tax rate could be ascer- 
tained by the Assessors, caused the 
meeting not to adjourn until 12.30 a. 
m. Tuesday. 

The first matter to come before the 
meeting was a hearing on the taking 
of land on Hawthorn street. Nonan- 
ttim. for the purpose of enlarging the 
Hawthorn street playground. Fred 
C. Alexander of Fair Oaks avenue, 
Newtonville. representing the New- 
tonville Racquet Club stated this club 
is opposed to the city taking any of 
their tennis courts. He told that these 
courts had been built as a harrier 
against the encroachment of Xonan- 
tum 25 years ago. He was Informed 
that the plans do not call for taking 
any of the club’s land. Simon White 
of Hawthorn street stated that lie had 
agreed with Mr. Hermann of the Play- 
ground Department to sell a small lot 
of land for the playground addition 
and that he desires to sell another 
small lot adjoining. 

Citizens drawn to serve as jurors 
are — Homer S. Tilton. 94 Avalon road: 
Norman McCutcheon. 29 Gammons 
road: Burton Moore. 392 Cherry St.:

The Aldermen, on the recommenda- 
tion of the Claims and Rules Commit- 
tee voted to return to the General Res- 
idence Zone land between Pearl street 
and the Watertown line. 

Alderman Bail, chairman of tiie Fi- 
nance Committee stated that Monday 
was the last night on which money 
could be appropriated before the tax 
levy is declared. He said the Mayor 
and Aldermen during the year have 
proceeded on a program of progress, 
but have at the same time consid- 
ered tiie taxpayers and that every- 
thing possible has been done to keep 
the tax rate from being increased. He 
said the rate will be lower than that 
of 1930. 

Alderman Gordon, chairman of the 
City Hall committee said that lie had 
been assured by Mayor Weeks that 
efforts will be made to employ New- 
ton residents as much as possible on 
the new City Hall job. 

A veto from the Mayor was that 
on an order passed by the Board at 
the preceding meeting appropriating 
$2985 for a drain on Park street, 
Newton. This veto was made because 
tiie drain had been constructed before 
the appropriation was made, and had 
been paid for out of Street Depart- 
ment funds.

Alderman Powers presented an or- 
der which calls for a city ordinance 
to restrict the use of radios, phono- [ 
graphs and similar noise producing 
and reproducing devices. Tills ordi- j 
nance will be similar to that recent- 
ly put in force in Boston. It will tend 
to control the obnoxious use of radios 
by persons who turn on their sets so 
loud that neighbors have little peace 
of mind daytimes and no opportuni- 
ties to sleep for most of the night. 
Residents of the more thickly settled 
parts of this city have suffered much 
discomfort from the unreasonable use 
of radios by inconsiderate persons. . 
The order was referred to the Claims i 
and Rules Committee and will prob- I 
ably be acted upon at the next meet- 
ing of the Aldermen.

Newton Corner Traffic Report 

Severely Criticised By Madden 

Says That Shoppers and Business Houses Should Receive 
First Consideration 


As a member of the Business As- 
sociates Committee on Traffic which 
was promised an opportunity to dis- 
cuss the report of Mr. Moore. I am 
glad to note that his report agrees 
with the Associates in its recommen- 
dations that Parking Space is the 
need of the hour in Newton Corner 
and that the Pearl Court land and 
Engine House land he used for that 
purpose. It Is the first official recog- 
nition that our report has received. 
But there is an apparent inconsisten- 
cy in creating a Parking Space and 
then taking it away by crowding in 
traffic and parking which properly 
belongs on Washington and Centre 
streets. It means a Washington street 
rear and a Centre street rear on the 
Pearl Court land which is needed for 
other parking. 

It would be imposing an unreason- 
able hardship on storekeepers and of- 
fice holders in the Stevens and Bacon 
Buildings if a taxi or other car could 
not stop in front of those buildings 
to discharge or take on a passenger 
who may have business in the offices 
in those buildings or the Trust Com- 
pany. whicli can be reached only 
through the front door. A sign “GO 
TO THE BACK DOOR" is a poor ad 
in a store window: reputable mer- 
chants and their patrons use the front 
door for business, and we trust that 
we will not have revival of a certain 
type of business which thrives in 
rear entrances and which baffled our 
city officials a generation ago. New- 
ton merchants and business men are 
handicapped by competition of Bos- 
ton and Waltham stores, and if we 
cannot help them, we can at least 
refrain from interfering with the few 
privileges they now enjoy. 

It would he interesting to hear from 
the eminent expert who placed the 
traffic tower in its present position, 
before moving it south as recommend- 
ed: there was much criticism of it at 
that time, but his qualifications as a 
State Expert on Traffic overwhelmed 
the opposition which according to this 
report was correct in its contention. 

The traffic survey is interesting and 
instructive and indicates clearly that 
the congestion is caused by local 
rather than through traffic. 

The absence of any table of acci- 
dents or collisions in the square is a 
tacit admission that conditions are 
not as bad as represented. Some con- 
gestion is healihy and peps up the 
square, gives it \n air of hustle which 
cannot fail to benefit the stores and 
general public: the slowing up of 
traffic makes for safety as the records 
show; but if all parking is prohibited. 
Washington street will be converted 
into a race track like Washington 
street further west and deaths and 
Injuries will inevitably result. 

While the report makes ample pro- 
vision for busses. L cars and autos, 
it seems to forget the humans, who. 
after all should be the first consid- 
eration. It would compel a bundle- 
laden shopper so common in these 
days of cash and carry to trudge from 
the south or middle of the square 
down to Pearl street, and also the L 
passengers most of whom come from 
the south, to lose time and energy 
in making that proposed terminal: It 
would force an aged or infirm person 
to abandon his car and walk a couple 
of blocks through swiftly moving 
traffic in order to reach stores and ! 
offices on Washington and Centre : 
streets, many of them inaccessible I 


only through the main door on those 
streets and it reaches the supreme 
height of indifference when It recom- 
mends the routing of traffic through 
Eldredge street, one of our most beau- 
tiful residential streets, adorned with 
one of our finest schools, Farlow Park, 
and our finest Church edifices, whose 
bells and chimes are perhaps the most 
charming in the city: but perhaps that 
Is consistent with the policy of the 
Administration in regard to bells. 

The report also objects to the pres- 
ent parking of busses in the square. 
They occupy about one hundred and 
fifty feet of parallel parking space 
about twenty minutes every hour, in 
other words they prevent the park- 
ing of six cars. But this arrange- 
ment was planned by the Aldermanic 
Traffic Committee, and Middlesex and 
Boston and city officials, after years 
of experience, and no other plan can 
possibly be as central and furnish 
the maximum of convenience and 
speedy transfer for Middlesex and L 
passengers and satisfaction to the 
storekeepers and general public. The 
report is silent upon the matter of 
regulating the number of busses com- 
ine- into the square, many busses car- 
rying only a few passengers while 
others are overcrowded during rush 
hours: whether a “Shuttle line ' would 
be practical, or only one main line 
of busses to come into the square 
to discharge and take on all bus 
passengers and transfer them to 
busses for other lines at some con- 
venient transfer point west of the 
square: why busses should park in 
the square instead of stopping long 
enough to discharge and take on pas- 
sengers and proceeding as they do in 
Waltham: whether the Middlesex and 
Boston has contract rights in the 
square itself as it had for trolleys. 

An attempt to make Pearl street a 
terminal would be contrary to experi- 
ence in this city. The majority of 
passengers come from the south of 
the square and that is the growing 
section as in other parts. Newton- 
ville attempted to zone business to the 
north of the square and Newton Cor- 
ner attempted to zone apartment 
houses to the north of the square and 
both failed. We were shocked some 
months ago to hear of a permit be- 
ing granted for a six story apartment 
house not on the north side, but on 
the lot on Centre street once occupied 
by one of the historic name of John 
AJdeu 50 families to live on one lou 
more than in all the houses on Frank- 
lin and Eldredge streets together. 
Having granted one permit, the city 
cannot refuse others, and new trans- 
portation facilities must provide for 
these hundreds and perhaps thousands 
of prospective L passengers who may 
not wish a terminal on the north side 
any more than they do a home on that 
side. 

Can anyone picture the junction of 
Centre and Pearl streets even with 
the Opera House widening, as of suf- 
ficient capacity to take care of its 
present heavy through traffic, and al- 
so the stopping of 3 car L trains, foot 
traffic of both L and busses, traffic 
to the rear of the stores and the 
new parking space, and also the 
busses, without greater congestion 
and confusion? 

The dominating idea of the report 
seems to be the taking of the Opera 
House, ostensibly for the widening of 
Pearl street. The City Solicitor has 
ruled that the city cannot take land

ROTARY CLUB 


In « a very concise nnd mnstorful 
way, Congressman Frederick W. Dal- 
linger gnve a resume of the various 
influences which brought about the 
present depression, at the August 
third meeting of the Rotary Club, 
with suggestions as to wuys out of the 
difficulties. Beginning with the 
World War, when wages and prices 
went up as in every war, tremendous 
inflation occurred, followed naturally 
In 1922 by deflation. Manufacturing 
concerns then found' their stock 
bought at high prices shrunk to small 
value, and western banks had to fore- 
close their mortgages. Then came 
the Florida boom with a farther 
reaching country-wide speculation 
than is generally supposed. The 
gambling spirit had taken hold, a few 
got rich at the expense of the great 
majority, who lost everything, as wus 
the case in the Louisiana lottery and 
the Irish sweepstakes. Incidentally 
there was a great increase in install- 
ment buying. Then followed a time 
when savings hanks increased greatly 
in their deposits, with a tremendous 
decrease in purchases. In short the 
usual normal state of things was up- 
set for many years. Until a normal 
state In which people begin to buy 
again Is restablished there is hound 
to he a serious period of depression. 

Mr. Dallinger then discussed some 
of the remedies proposed. Inasmuch 
as half of the country is agricultural, 
at least half of the solution, it was 
thought, might be found there. If 
more wheat was raised than the coun- 
try needed, it seemed plain that pro- 
duction should be curtailed. The Agri- 
cultural Department pleaded with the 
farmers but they persisted In produc- 
ing superfluous wheat crops. Wheat 
raising, said the speaker incidentally, 
is the lazy farmer’s job, — three 
months of work and nine months of 
rest, so many hated to change. They 
wanted Congress to do the impossible, 
create a market for them. And the 
problem of industry is similar to that 
or agriculture, to develop a home 
market and not to compete In world 
markets. 

The tariff hill, said the Congress- 
man, has been greatly misinterpreted. 
Three-fourths of the old tariff bill was 
not affected by the news; and most 
certainly the tariff bill was not the 
cause of unemployment. Were it not 
for the tariff, ten million would now 
be out of work Instead of five. The 
speaker gave concrete instances of 
how the new tariff bill had saved in- 
dustries, such as the shoe industry. 
He paid his respects to those Ameri- 
cans living abroad and writing to the 
papers, who are most critical of con- 
ditions of which they know very lit- 
tle. There was the “American” lady 
living in Switzerland who, bemoaning 
the hardship caused by Swiss watch- 
makers, denounced the tarifT, never 
apparently realizing that without 
this same tariff American watch- 
makers would go under altogether. 
We should learn by the experience of 
Canada, where reducing the tariff has 
made matters worse. 

Immigration is another factor 
which has entered largely into the 
present situation, and a wise study of 
this subject should help in the rem- 
edy. France for instance has had no 
immigration and she has no unem- 
ployment. The United States lias 
been unwise in allowing an enormous 
influx. Only a Congressman knows 
how many of those out of work are 
foreigners. We have fooled with the 
quota and have not treated immigra- 
tion as an unemployment problem. 
Germany, in the days before the war, 
was wiser. Italians needed for work 
were given a permit only for the time 
they were needed in Germany. 

Congressman Dallinger has great 
hope in the younger generation and 
their ability to solve these problems. 
He does not believe that the country 
owes everybody a living, but the coun- 
try does owe every man an opportuni- 
ty to make a living. Perhaps a short- 
er work day and week will help solve 
the problem of unemployment. But 
it looks as though we may have an- 
other serious winter. In closing, the 
speaker said that whatever changes 
are made and policies adopted, we 
must see to it that liberty, tho most 
precious thing on earth, is preserved. 
Free speech, freedom of the press, 
and private property we must not 
give up. 

Dr. Dallinger was introduced by ex- 
Mayor Childs, and President Ricliurd- 
son spoke warm words of apprecia- 
tion at the close of the address.

Donuld Martin of the Burr Play- 
ground Tennis Association also won 
tho championship for men, defeating 
Weisburg, tho Junior Champion 6 — 0; 
6 — 0 ; 6 — 0 . 

Both these young people are prod- 
ucts of the Newton Pluygrounds. 
Their participation in the National 
Tournament will depend upon tiie im- 
portant factor of meeting their travel- 
ing expenses. Friends of tho pluyers 
are trying to raise the funds to send 
them to Detroit.

POLICE NEWS 


Patricia O’Leary of Pinckney street, 
Boston, a cabaret performer, was sen- 
tenced to three months in Jail by 
Judge Weston in the Newton court on 
Monday when she was found guilty 
of threatening Mrs. Alice Frodey of 
148 Jewett street, Newton. The O’Lea- 
ry woman appealed and was held in 
$1000 ball. The cause of all the trou- 
ble Is a Filipino named Manuel Sncro 
who Is employed In a fraternity house 
on Beacon street, Boston. Sacro was 
one of a group of Filipinos that Mrs. 
Fredey and other Newton women had 
been interested in to uplift socially. 
He was also the boy friend of the 
O’Leary * woman, and the latter be- 
came indignant at Mrs. Fredey’s in- 
terest in him and came to Newton on 
July 20, went to the Fredey home, and 
according to the testimony of Ralph 
Donohue of 14f> Jewett street, threat- 
ened to “get” Mrs. Fredey, when she 
gave vent to her nnger upon not find- 
ing the Newton woman at home. 

Newton police had a busy night at 
Nonantum on Monday. Four raids 
were made in four houses in that dis- 
trict for alleged violations of the 
liquor laws. The houses raided were 
those of Andrew Dezotell, 23, of 11 
Faxon street; Mrs. Stella Wellford, 37, 
of 30 Beech street; Arthur J. Hapen- 
ny, 27, of 5 Bridge street; John J. 
Landry, 44. of 8 Beech street. The 
raid on Dezotell’s house was conduct- 
ed by Serg. Burke assisted by Patrol- 
men Bibbo, Cummings and Dwyer. No 
liquor was found on the premises, but 
Dezotell was charged with having wal- 
lopped Daniel Arsenault the police "in- 
vestigator" who produced the evidence 
of the alleged sale by Dezotell. The 
latter was in court on Tuesday and his 
case was continued until August 10. 

The raid on the Wellford house was 
made by Patrolmen Dwyer, Feeley and 
Green. Two quarts of alleged al- 
cohol and a number of empty bottles 
were seized. Mrs. Wellford was in 
the Newton court on Monday and her 
case was continued until August 10. 
The raid at Hapenny’s home was in 
charge of Sergeant Moran, assisted by 
Patrolmen Cummings, Feeley and Ga- 
quin.

In 
the Newton court on Monday Hapenny 
was given a suspended sentence of 
three months in jail.

for parking busses, but the proposed 
widening on the north side of Pearl 
street would be contrary to the pol- 
icy of the Planning Board and Board 
of Survey which seek to have all new 
street lines conform so as to meet 
connecting streets, and widening iho 
south side of Pearl street would not 
only straighten the south line, but 
bring it nearer Jefferson street and 
make a junction at that point, nt much 
less cost to the city. However, it is 
considered of so much importance in 
the report that it is numbered one, 
and it leads us to believe that the 
omission of that apparently important 
article in the Business Associates’ 
non-expert report was the real rea- 
son the Intter wns discarded as 
“VERY UNSATISFACTORY.” 

That expert advice was offered to 
the Committee gratuitously by one 
who lias always been as close to 
Mayor Weeks as anybody we know of. 
ami who with characteristic energy 
advocated the taking of the Opera 
House land for a terminal, at a cost 
of $55,000,00 opposed the report of 
the Committee, and when the latter 
was sustained by a practically unani- 
mous vote of the Business Associates 
at the meeting, he announced that a 
State expert would be brought in 
here, as was done in Wellesley and 
Brookline when the latter could not 
agree on the location of the new State 
Boulevard. And one month later the 
Mayor did appoint an expert in the 
matter, a man of high standing in his 
profession, whose knowledge of the 
problems here was somewhat limited. 

We were perhaps, too much in sym- 
pathy with the economic policy of the 
administration, which endeavored to 
keep down the tax rate by relieving 
the City Treasury of the burden of un- 
employment and other demands, 
securing pledges of citizens, con- 
tributions from firemen and other 
municipal employees, half time for 
many street department workers, all 
contributing with war time sacrifice 
to bring about the present low tax 
rate: that for the Committee to ask 
the city to dip into these savings 
and pay out $55,000 in order to unload 
on the city a piece of property whicli 
was valuable for stores, only seemed 
analogous to the case where the ten 
tax payers appealed to the Supreme 
Court to prevent a raid on the City 
Treasury: that the Committee would 
not recommend the taking even as 
Number twelve in the report. While 
the manner of the taking of our Post 
Office site was not regarded by some 
as made for the public convenience, 
Newton has been singularly free from 
such demands on the City Treasury to 
reimburse or enrich a few at the ex- 
pense of tlie many and we trust that 
we will not emulate Boston. Cam- 
bridge or Somerville in that respect. 

The sale of that property to the 
city would result in large commis- 
sions for the sale of adjoining land 
for new stores in an already over- 
crowded store district and that is tlie 
only benefit that would accrue. The 
business men in the square should he 
considered in a case of speculative 
profits versus store profits; they are 
an important link in the chain of 
service which makes Newton a bet- 
ter place to live in; they make pos- 
sible the revenue from high taxes 
on store property; they must cater 
to a critical patronage against fierce 
competition of Boston and Waltham: 
yet Newton lias never given enough 
business to make a real department 
store magnate like those in the city 
of Waltham. 

We may be pardoned for offering 
tin* suggestion that if the city will 
take the land south of Pearl street 
recommended for parking purposes 
and the Engine House land and lots 
west of it for the south side of the 
square, and if necessary tlie vacant 
land west of Bacon street and east of 
Peabody street, and use tlie same for 
parking purposes only, leaving the 
busses and traffic as no warranged. the 
streets will be relieved to such an 
extent, that we will forget the lius 
problem and the congestion in the 
square. 

A former water commissioner once 
said that if we had to pay more for 
Newton water (that was prior to 
1930), we would appreciate it more, 
and we offer a suggestion to future 
Mayoralty appointed Committees, that 
they insist that the appointment 
carry a rider including five hundred 
bucks for compensation, and their 
work will then he invested with a 
dignity something akin to expertness, 
and receive more appreciation and 
support.

Cities and towns In advertising for 
bids on public buildings and works 
reserve the right to reject any or all 
bids. This is a sensible and just pro- 
ceeding. Sometimes all bids are so 
high that plans must be altered to 
decrease the cost of the proposed pro- 
ject. Sometimes the lowest bidder, 
or low’ bidders are unreliable and In- 
experienced and It would be unfair to 
the taxpayers, who must pay the bills, 
to give a contract to such a bidder. 

We have had the experience in this 
city of contracts having been award- 
ed to low bidders whose figures were 
so low- that they had to pay very low 
w’ages to their employees. Also, on 
such jobs the huge trucks hauling ma- 
terial were operated so rapidly over 
our streets as to be menaces. When 
a contractor of little experience bids 
away under reputable contractors of 
much experience, it is wise to con 
sider other phases of the situation 
than the lowness of a bid. 

Once again it is timely to mention 
the fact that unless Newton wrorkmen 
w’ill be given preference in employ- 
ment on the city hall and war me- 
morial construction project, this city 
will be obliged to make commensur- 
ately larger appropriations for relief 
to unemployed next winter. 

A new wire fence is being erected 
at Washington street. Newton, along 
the sidewalk w’hich parallels the Bos- 
ton & Albany railroad cut. The fence 
has been built between Centre ave- 
nue and Richardson street and is a 
big improvement over the dilapidated 
pipe fence wrhich it replaces. 

On several days recently the water 
in our residence had a disagreeable, 
muddy taste. Through the courteous 
co-operation of Water Commissioner 
Ellis and Supt. Mark Croker of the 
pumping station some of the water 
supplied to our house was analyzed 
and the supposition advanced by these 
gentlemen verified. Water^from the 
Metropolitan system is pumped 
through a big main into the Newton 
reservoir on Waban Hill to give high 
pressure service to certain lofty parts 
of Belmont and Watertown. Some of 
this water flows into the main which 
supplies parts of Newton Centre. Also, 
on very hot days, when the demand 
for water in this city exceeds the local 
supply, water must be obtained from 
the Metropolitan system. Newton wa- 
ter from underground sources is hard 
and pleasant to drink. Metropolitan 
water from open storage basins and 
reservoirs is soft and muddy in taste. 
It is not impure nor injurious to the 
health; but it certainly is inferior for 
drinking purposes to Newton water.

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Alleged Murderer 
Is Caught In Hingham 

Two MontlM Search IVy Newton 
Police Ended 


Wilfred Dart, 26, formerly of 8 Ba- 
con st., Newton, was arrested short- 
ly after midnight last Saturday morn- 
ing at Hingham by Inspector King and 
Special Officers Feeley and Mullen of 
the Newton police. The arrest was 
made in a summer cottage in an iso- 
lated section of Hingham off Woinpa- 
tuck road. Dart has been sought by 
the Newton police since the night of 
June 13 for the killing of Charles Ber- 
nard of Preising street, Jamaica Plain. 

Early on the night of June 13 Ber- 
nard drove an automobile to where 
Patrolman Jenkins was doing tralllc 
duty on Washington street, Newton 
Corner, stated that ho had been shot 
by Dart and collapsed. Bernard died 
the next morning at the Newton Hos- 
pital, but gave no details of the shoot- 
ing. Dart made his escape after hav- 
ing mado the alleged fatal shooting on 
Pearl street, Newton, and the New- 
ton police have since been endeavor- 
ing to apprehend him. Although told 
on the night of the shooting that Dart 
and his wife were estranged, the po- 
lice have been keeping tabs on the 
woman and when she went to a sum- 
mer cottage at the Hingham locality 
recently, King, Feeley and Mullen 
commenced to watch the place. Their, 
vigilance was rewarded last Friday 
night when about 11 o’clock an auto- 
mobile came to the cottage and a man 
alighted from it and entered the place. 
About an hour later the three Newton 
policemen rushed into the room where 
they heard Dart’s voice and seized 
him. He offered no resistance. Dart 
had been in New York since the night 
of the shboting. 

Dart was arraigned in the Newton 
court on Saturday morning and he 
was held without bail for a hearing 
on August 18. In conversation with 
Chief Hughes of the Newton police 
Dart claimed that the shooting fol- 
lowed an argument he had with Ber- 
nard. Dart told the Chief that Ber- 
nard pulled a revolver on him and 
that in the struggle which followed 
the weapon was discharged and Ber- 
nard shot. Dart then jumped from 
the car and fled while Bernard drove 
towards Newton Corner until he met 
Patrolman Jenkins. No revolver was 
found in Bernard’s car.

River Boulevard Work On New City 

Work To Start Hall Officially Starts 


Bids Opened for High tvay To Bridge 
At Watertown 


The long promised extension of the 
boulevard along the south shore of 
the Charles River from the foot of 
Jefferson street, Newton, towards the 
Galen street bridge at Watertown will 
soon be under way. Yesterday after- 
noon bids were opened for this work 
by the Metropolitan District Commis- 
sion. The new section of the boule- 
vard will run behind the buildings oc- 
cupied by the plant of the Bachraoh 
photograph company, the old plant of 
the Newton & Watertown Gas Light 
Company and the Watertown yards 
of the Boston Elevated. It will emerge 
at the Galen street bridge at Water- 
town and eventually it is planned to 
continue the boulevard along the shore 
of the Charles River paralleling Cali- 
fornia street to a point slightly east 
of Bridge street at Nonantum. The 
boulevard will follow California street 
to a point slightly west of Bridge 
street and then will follow the river 
shore again towards Albemarle road 
Just how long in the future the con 
struction of this section will be de- 
ferred depends on recommendations 
of the Metropolitan District Commis- 
sion and disposition of the Legisla- 
ture to appropriate money for this 
work. 


STABILIZING REAL ESTATE 


A plea for the stabilization of the 
real estate business In Newton by the 
adoption of a one-price system cover- 
ing all new houses was made by Ar- 
nold Hartmann, guest speaker at the 
regular weekly noon-day luncheon of 
the Newton Board of the Boston Real 
Estate Exchange held at the Vernon 
Court Hotel. 

Mr. Hartmann, who is trustee of the 
Oak Hill Village Trust, recommended 
that prices of new houses be stand- 
ardized, and that brokers should be 
given collectively the exclusive sale 
of all sub-divisions of land and houses 
by builders and developers. 

“In return for the exclusive selling 
privilege, brokers should concentrate 
their efforts on such properties, and 
builders should agree not to sell di- 
rectly to the public,” declared Mr. 
Hartmann. 

"Brokers should educate the public 
as to real estate values and should 
quote a price for new houses that 
would include, in addition to the cost 
of the land and the cost of construc- 
tion, a fair profit to the developer and 
the regular full commission for the 
broker. Properties priced in this way 
should be easy to sell to the public, 
and will be sold readily just as soon 
as the public begins to realize that it 
cannot buy real estate over the bar- 
gain-counter,” Mr. Hartmann asserted.

Mayor W^ks Turns First Shovel 
Monday Morning 

Monday morning at 10.15 Mayor 
Weeks formally started work on the 
construction of Newton's new City 
Hall and War Memorial, when with a 
silver-plated shovel he lifted some 
earth where excavation was to be 
commenced at the triangle site. Thus, 
the Mayor commenced the transforma- 
tion of the unsightly area bounded by 
Commonwealth avenue, Homer and 
Walnut streets into a civic centre 
which will be one of Newton’s beauty 
spots. Old automobile Darts and other 
debris littered the surrounding land 
which in another year will be adorned 
with attractively designed buildings 
and expertly landscaped. The shovel 
used by Mayor Weeks Is of the ordi- 
nary type regularly used by laborers 
in excavation work, but C. S. Cunning- 
ham & Son, the contracting firm 
which will build the city hall, had this 
shovel silver-plated and on its handle 
was a small plate properly inscribed. 

About three hundred persons were 
present when the Mayor wielded the 
shovel. A large proportion of these 
were unemployed building trades 
workers looking for jobs. Included in 
the assemblage of citizens present 
were Aldermen Bail, Bowen, Gallag- 
her, Gordon, Hawkins. Holden, Jamie- 
son, Murray, Powers and Temperley, 
former Mayor Charles E. Hatfield, for- 
mer Aldermen D. Fletcher Barber and 
Daniel O’Connell. Buildings Commis- 
sioner Chadwick, Street Commissioner 
Stuart, City Engineer Morse. The 
Citizens Committee on the new city 
hall was represented by Edward E. 
Whiting, the Grand Army of the Re- 
public by Commander William M. 
Mick, the Spanish War Veterans by 
Commander Albert LeRoy and the 
American Legion by Past Commander 
Julius Ramm. 

So many reports have been circu- 
lated throughout the city, since the 
triangle site has been selected as the 
location of the new city hall and war 
memorial, that this place is a bottom- 
less bog, that it may be interesting to 
acquaint Newton people with the fact 
that for the most part the area in- 
cluded in the triangle site ‘is covered 
with but two or three feet of boggy 
earth. Under this surface covering 
the soil is of sand and gravel, well 
suited for foundation purposes. Apart 
from an excavation for the boiler- 
room and for footings, no digging will 
be done at the site. On the contrary, 
a large amount of fill must be placed 
in the area to bring it up to proper 
grade. 

The contract for the rough grading 
at the city hall site has been award- 
ed to Richard White of West Newton, 
whose bid was $28,530; the contract 
for the finished grading was awarded 
to James Chesarone of Newton Up- 
per Falls, whose bid was $53,658. The 
total estimated costs for the grading, 
landscaping, purchase of shrubs and 
landscape architect’s fees is $107,- 
419.28. The grading and landscaping 
will be done under the supervision of 
Olmstead Brothers of Brookline, land- 
scape architects. 


FEET INFECTED AT CRYSTAL 
LAKE 


Persons whose feet are not healthy 
cannot bathe at Crystal Lake. This 
does not mean that if you have corns 
or bunions, or even fallen arches you 
will be forbidden to bathe at the lake. 
The ban is placed on those who have 
that ailment anomalously known as 
"athlete’s foot.” This disease is an 
eruption which breaks out between 
one's toes and is caught by persons 
usually at gymnasiums, swimming 
baths and beaches. One does not 
have to be an athlete to catch this 
ailment. In fact, many of those who 
get this infection are not athletes. 

When it became apparent that the 
disease had appeared at Crystal Lake 
Ernest Hermann, superintendent of 
playgrounds had the following notice 
posted at Newton’s most popular 
bathing place — 

“Owing to the appearance of ath- 
lete’s foot, which is an infection start- 
ing usually between the toes, we are 
taking the precaution to stop the trou- 
ble before it gets bad. For a while, 
all bathers’ feet will be examined be- 
fore they will be allowed to use our 
dressing booths, and if a foot is found 
to be infected such a bather will be 
denied admission to the bathhouse 
until a certificate is brought from her 
or his doctor, stating that the trouble 
has been remedied. 

“In addition we shall wash our 
floors with disinfectant twice a day.

NEW WORLD’S RECORD 
BY NEWTON WOMAN 


Mrs. Dorothy Smith Cummings of 
Newton Centre became champion 
woman archer of the United States 
for the seventh time on Wednesday. 
Shooting in the 51st annual champion- 
ship tournament of the National 
Archery Association at Canandaigua. 
New York, Mrs. Cummings broke a 
world’s record that had stood for thir- 
ty-six years. The opening rounds of 
the event were held on Tuesday with 
honors being divided between Mrs. 
Cummings and Miss Dorothy Duggan 
of Greenwich, Conn. 

In the first national round the lo- 
cal archer had 70 hits for a score of 
426 and first place. This mark beat 
that of 68-398 made by Mrs. M. C. 
Howell of Cincinnati in 1895 that had 
stood since as the world’s best per- 
formance by a woman archer. In the 
first Columbia round Miss Duggan 
had 72 hits for a score of 530 for first 
place and breaking the previous 
world’s mark made by Cynthia Wes- 
son in 1915. Mrs. Cummings took 
second place in the Columbia round 
with 71-517 and Miss Duggan was sec- 
ond in the first national round with 
69-3 S3. 

Completion of the second round on 
Wednesday gave Mrs. Cummings 
69-421 for the national round and 72- 
490 for the Columbia shoot, the 
champion being determined on the 
basis of total score for the double 
national and double Columbia rounds. 
Mrs. Cumming’s total of 282-1854 
gave her a twenty-two point margin 
over Miss Duggan. The Newton Cen- 
tre woman established a world’s mark 
and two American records when she 
scored her 421 in the second national 
round to give her a score of 139-847 
for the double round. The 847 exceed- 
ed her own record set in the recent 
tournament of the Eastern Archery 
Association by 15 points. The Eng- 
lish record for this event, established 
in 1.898, is 925 and the old world’s na- 
tional record of 756 was made in 1895. 
Miss Duggan made a new national 
mark for the double Columbia with 
her 144-1046. The former mark was 
99S. 

Miss Madeline Taylor, Newton Cen- 
tre, won the girls’ championship with 
a score of 179-1113.

YALE CAPTAIN’S 

BALL CAREER ENDS 


TENNIS TOURNEY 

NEARING CLOSE 


The baseball career of Edgar W. 
Warren. Yale star shortstop and cap- 
tain elect of the 1932 team, was ended 
last Saturday when his left arm was 
amputated at the shoulder at St. 
Elizabeth’s Hospital in Utica. New 
York. Infection following injuries re- 
ceived in a peculiar speedboat acci- 
dent last week. Wednesday, on Rac- 
quette Lake in the Adirondack Moun- 
tains made the operation necessary. 
Warren is well known in Newton as a 
former Newton Centre youth and as 
third baseman on the Newton High 
school baseball team of 1928. Subur- 
ban League chnmpions. Many have 
followed his athletic career with in- 
terest and with the belief that, as one 
of the outstanding college ball play- 
ers. he would make good in major 
league bnsebnll. 

After his graduation from high 
school his parents. Mr. and Mrs. 
Henry E. Warren, moved to West- 
wood. Mass., while he entered Yale 
and was making an enviable record. 
He hoped to enter organized baseball 
and also take up the study of medi- 
cine. 

Young Warren was spending pnrt of 
his vacation on Racquette Lake. Ham- 
ilton County, as one of the guests of 
a New York alumnus of Yale who. 
each year entertains a number of 
Yale baseball players. He was stand- 
ing on the stern of a speedboat which 
was towing an aquaplane. The driver 
of the boat suddenly brought the craft 
about and the swing force of the taut 
tow rope knicked Warren into the 
water. In his fall his left elbow was 
struck and cut several times hv the 
propeller of the boat, which was 
equipped with an outboard motor. 

His host and companions carried 
him by automobile to the nearest hos- 
pital at Utica, ninety-five miles away, 
but although a tourniquet was ap- 
plied he lost so much blood that three 
transfusions were made at the hos- 
pital. 

Friday his parents were notified 
that the accident had consequences 
more serious than had been antici- 
pated and that infection which had 
unexpectedly set in made amputation 
necessary. They left Westwood im- 
mediately and arrived at Utica early 
Saturday before the operation was 
performed. For several days follow- 
ing the amputation of the arm the 
Yale star was in a critical condition 
and fear was felt for his life. 

Warren’s brilliant defensive work 
in the series with Harvard in June 
was outstanding and in the third 
game it was his timely single that 
scored the tying run in the tenth in- 
ning after the Crimson had taken a 
one-run lead. He then stole second 
and scored the winning tally on pinch- 
hitter Burke’s single. His play against 
Harvard and the fact that he had led 
the Yale nine at bat with a batting 
average over .400. as well as his com- 
bination with Allie Fletcher at sec- 
ond base, assured Warren of the cap- 
taincy of next year’s nine. Fletcher, 
also a Newton high graduate, was 
Warren’s teammate on the 1928 New- 
ton high championship team. 

Warren played brilliant baseball on 
the freshman nine and in the same 
year won the Boston Club scholarship 
and worked for his hoard. A year ago 
last spring he was awarded the 
George Ade scholarship for character, 
personality and capacity for leader- 
ship and service. It is one of the 
chief honors open to an undergradu- 
ate at Yale. In the same college year 
he was awarded the Boston Club 
scholarship for the second time and 
also received a partial tuition schol- 
arship from the university. He also 
played hockey, acted as ticket taker 
in the Yale Bowl in 1929, has been a 
counselor in a boys' camp in Maine 
and earned his hoard waiting on table. 
Through all this activity he main- 
tained his scholarship average at 80.

ABOUT TOWN 


By Edw. H. Powers 

“Groat onks from little ncorns 
grow.’’ Rut, it Is not often that a 
demand for n “convenience stntlon” 
Is changed into a scheme which 
would cost the taxpayers of a city 
about three-quarters of a million dol- 
lars. A couple of years ago the best 
seller In contemporary American lit- 
erature was that classic by “Chic" 
Sale’s. We must acquaint the Hoosler 
comedian and author with the evolu- 
tion of Newton Corner’s “convenience 
station." No creation of the Indiunu 
“specialist” ever evolved into such 
elaborate sequences. 

For some years the need of a sani- 
tary convenience station at Newton 
Corner has been stressed by those 
among us w’ho linve worked and re- 
sided in the vicinity of Nonantum 
Square. This facility was not re- 
quired by us locnl folks, but we had 
ample opportunities to observe its 
need for transients. And we had fre- 
quent evidence of its non-existence. 
The site of the old fire-engine house 
was often suggested ns the locus of 
the convenience station. This sug- 
gestion was approved by Newton Cor- 
ner business men. In August of 1930 
Mayor Weeks asked the Newton Bus- 
iness Associates to appoint a commit- 
tee to recommend what disposition 
could be made of the old engine- 
house site. This committee recom- 
mended that in addition to this site 
adjacent land be taken and the en- 
larged area be used for a bus termin- 
al as well as for the location of the 
convenience station. The committee 
also recommended that land owned by 
the Taylor estate around Pearl Court 
be taken for a parking area, as the 
plea of business men at Newton Cor- 
ner has been for increased parking 
facilities. The report of the commit- 
tee did not meet with the approval 
of Mayor Weeks nnd he appointed a 
Newtonville resident as a traffic ex- 
pert to tell what should be done to 
provide better parking conditions at 
Newton Corner, and to relieve alleged 
traffic congestion in and near Nonan- 
tum Square at Newton Corner. The 
report of Mr. Moore, who was ap- 
pointed by Mayor Weeks, was print- 
ed in the July 31st issue of the 
GRAPHIC. 

In last week’s issue of the GRAPHIC 
was an article by former Alderman 
John Madden, chairman of the com- 
mittee appointed by the Newton Busi- 
ness Associates which made recom- 
mendations regarding parking at New- 
ton Corner. Mr. Mudden severely cri- 
ticised the recommendations made by 
Mr. Moore. 

The report made by Mr. Madden’s 
committee and the report made by 
Mr. Moore agree in one respect — that 
the property owned by the Taylor es- 
tate in and about Pearl court be taken 
as a parking space for automobiles. 
On tills property are a number of old 
wooden dwellings which were located 
on Washington and Centre streets 
a generation ago. When R. C. Taylor 
of Worcester came to Newton 35 years 
ago and purchased the <>l<l buildings 
around Nonantum square, he moved 
several of them back. The area oc- 
cupied by these buildings is that 
which the committee of the Newton 
Business Associates recommended he 
taken by the city as a parking area. 
It includes about 28,000 square feet 
and six old houses. It would afford 
a large parking area. 

Mr. Moore’s report recommends tak- 
ing all the Pearl court area. In ad- 
dition it recommends that the city 
take three houses on the east side 
of Bacon street and the land they oc- 
cupy. These properties are — 16-18 Ba- 
con street, land area 6160 square feet, 
owner A. M. Lane; 10 Bacon street, 
land area 3142 square feet, owner T. 
B. Forsyth; and the property num- 
bered 2 Bacon street and 30 Pearl 
street, land area 4924 square feet, 
owner Lillian Maher. Mr. Moore’s 
report further recommends that this 
area he added to by the city seizing 
two more parcels of property on Pearl 
street — 24 Pearl street, land area 8090 
square feet, owner Edward Delorenzo; 
18 Pearl street, land area 11,160 
square feet, owner Elizabeth Roden- 
hizer. These five parcels of property 
added to the 28,000 square feet in 
and around Pearl Court would make 
an area of 61,476 square feet. But, 
Mr. Moore apparently doesn’t consider 
this sizable area sufficient. He rec- 
ommends that the city go across Pearl 
street and take the Newton Opera 
House property. Tills property con- 
tains 12,160 square feet. According 
to the map which accompanied Mr. 
Moore’s report only a slice of the 
Opera House would ho taken, but tills 
building is so constructed that if any 
of it were razed, all of it would have 
to bo taken. 

Tlie reason advanced for the taking 
of this property is to widen Pearl 
street to 60 feet at its Centre street 
end on the supposition that the Mid- 
dlesex & Boston busses would use 
Pearl street as their terminus. With 
ample space available on tlie south 
side of Pearl street, provided by Mr. 
Moore'B plan to take all the proper* 
ties on Pearl court, as well as tlie 
five other properties along Bacon and 
Pearl streets, it is difficult to under- 
stand why it should be necessary, or 
even practical to cross Pearl street 
and tuke the Opera House property. 
It would be much more feasible, not 
to mention economical, as well us 
practical from a traffic standpoint, to 
take purt of the one-story business 
block numbered 283-285 Centre street 
and have the widening on one side of 
tlie street, und if necessary, use part 
of the large areu for busses. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Moore’s plan this one-story 
block would jut out on the Centro 
street side of the big parking urea 
to tnnke u blind corner and loom up 
as an eyesore. Mr. Mudden in his 
criticism of tho traffic report pays 
special attention to this phuse of the 
report. 

Another reconiniendution of Mr. 
Moore’s report is the building of a 
new street which would sturt ut the 
east end of Churlesbunk road, purallel 
tho Boston & Albany tracks, cross 
these trucks <ner a new 90,000 bridge 
at Saint Janies street, continue 
through privutely owned lund to u 
point opposite Purk street, cross Purk 
street dlugonully, thence proceed 
through land now privutely owned to 
a point opposite Eldredge street, fol- 
low Eldredge street to Fruukliu

street, cross Franklin street, thence 
through land now privately owned 
to emerge at 570 Centre street. 

This plan largely is identical with 
one advanced some years ago by Hen- 
ry I. Harriman. At that time Mr. 
Harriman r s plan received scant ap- 
proval. 

It is quite probable that among a 
large percentage of Newton Corner 
people this suggestion of Mr. Moore’s 
will receive even less scant approval. 
This proposed traffic artery, in addi- 
tion to being very costly, would carry 
supposedly heavy traffic In future 
years by the new Underwood School, 
a school attended by children in the 
kindergarten and primary grades. It 
would cross Vernon street which is 
travelled by many of the children at- 
tending tlie Bigelow School. It would 
run alongside Farlow Park which is 
patronized by many small children. It 
would run by Channing and Grace 
Churches, which are attended by old 
persons, as well as by children. Fi- 
nally this street would emerge on Cen- 
tre st red midway along the steep 
grade between Wesley street and 
Lombard street; a grade which in- 
cludes two dangerous curves, a grade 
down which and up which a heavy 
stream of automobile traffic constant- 
ly passes. A junction with another 
street on this grade, assumedly a 
street intended to carry an apprecia- 
bly heavy amount of traffic, certainly 
would not tend to make Centre street 
hill at Newton safer for traffic, espe- 
cially when one knows the speed at 
which many of the cars and trucks 
are operated over this stretch of 
street. 

It should also be remembered that 
as trucks cannot use the Charles Riv- 
er boulevard, this new artery would 
not he used by commercial vehicles 
from Washington street northerly. 

If this recommendation of Mr. 
Moore’s were accepted the properties 
to be seized would include the follow- 
ing:— 40 Churlesbunk road, owner 
Mark Maloney, area 3500 sq. feet; 42 
Charlesbank road, owner, Theresa 
Harney, area 4070 sq. feet; 50 Charles- 
bank road, owner, Jane Bell, area 4038 
sq. feet: 54 Charlesbank road, owner 
Annie Nagle, area 4500 sq. feet; 6 
Remick terrace, owner S. G. Nevin, 
area 3600 sq. feet; 10 Remick terrace, 
owner, B. T. Crough, area 920 sq. ft.; 
land at rear of 68-72-74 Charlesbank 
road, owner Ida Hodgdon. area 15,000 
sq. feet; property rear of 12 St. James 
street, Edward Sharp, Jr„ owner, area 
10,380 sq. feet; 16 St. James street, 
John T. Burns, owner, area 3781 sq. 
feet; 20 St. James street, John T. 
Burns owner, area 5942 sq. feet; 6 Or- 
chard street, Russell Viles owner, area 
10,000 sq. feet: rear of Orchard street, 
Boston & Albany Railroad, owner, 
area 10,288 sq. feet; 197 Washington 
street, Ada Daniels owner, area 10,000 
sq. feet; 9-11 Park street. Florence M. 
Baker owner, area 11,600 sq. feet; 17

Mr. Moore recommends another new 
street which would extend from tho 
proposed new Saint James street 
bridge to the junction of Washington 
street and Charlesbank road. This 
would necessitate the property owned 
by John S. Sumner estate containing 
18,048 sq. feet. The names of the prop- 
erty owners given in the preceding 
paragraph are those listed in the new 
city atlas published last year. 

Next week we shall refer more in 
detail with the property takings rec- 
ommended by Mr. Moore in the first 
year of tlie four year program out- 
lined by him. This includes the prop- 
erties on Bacon and Pearl streets, 
Pearl Court uiul tlie Opera House 
property. 


If Muyor Weeks hud to drive an au- 
tomobile a number of times dally 
over the terrible stretch of Washing- 
ton street between Adams and Thorn- 
ton streets, Newton, we believe ho 
would insist on temporary repairs be- 
ing made to end tho condition of 
tliis street; a condition which reflects 
anything but credit on the City of 
Newton. It is contended tliat inas- 
much us it is planned to resurfuce 
Washington street next yeur, the city 
should not spend a few thousands of 
dollurs now to make temporary re- 
pairs. Isn’t it tho duty of the city 
to spend a few thousands of dollurs to 
save citizens of Newton from being 
compelled to spend muny thousands 
of dollars during iln- m.\t s or !» 
months for repuirs on uutomobiles 
which are damaged by excessive vi- 
brations caused by the condition of 
Washington street? Not to mention 
the discomfort endured by persons 
who must travel in cars over this 
street. 


During the next several weeks the 
big water main of the Metropolitan 
District will be laid along this stretch 
of road. When tlie water main will 
have been laid, then the temporary 
repairs on the street should be made. 


Fire hydrants at Newton Centre are 
shining resplendently in new coats 
of bright aluminum paint. This paint, 
however, is but a printing coat and 
will later be covered with a coat of 
yellow paint. Fire Chief Randlett and 
Water Commissioner Ellis have decid- 
ed that fire hydrants painted yellow 
can he most easily located at night. 
So, the hydrants in this city will he 
painted yellow with black tops.

More than a century has passed 
since King Ludwig I of Bavaria laid 
the cornerstone of Valhalla. This 
white marble temple In the style of 
the Parthenon stands on a wooded 
hill above the Danube near Regens- 
burg. King Ludwig conceived the 
idea of a memorial temple to great 
Germans in 1S07 during the Napole- 
onic occupation of the country, but 
not until 23 years later was the work 
begun. 

The monarch himself chose the site, 
and also decreed that the temple 
should be named Valhnlla, after the 
name of the old Germanic abode of 
fallen heroes. More than a hundred 
busts and memorial tablets In the 
main hall of the temple commemorate 
famous men and women In Germany’s 
history, beginning with the time of 
the battle of the Teutoburg forest, 
which broke Rome’s domination In 
Europe. 


“Naturopathy”? 

The term “naturopath” isn’t to be 
found In dictionaries, so the District 
of Columbia commission on licensure 
to practice the healing arts made up 
its own definition. It naturally took 
quite a bit of study, and in Washing- 
ton the practice must be confined 
within the definition.

“Soul” Is the subject of the Les- 
son-Sermon which will he read in all 
Churches of Christ, Scientist, on Sun- 
day.

That Mouse Ear Theory 

Long before phenology became a 
science, farmers discovered the ad- 
vancement of the native vegetation 
In the spring furnished reliable guides 
to the best time for sowing and plant- 
ing crops. One old-fashioned rule, prob- 
ably derived from the Indians, was 
that corn should be planted when the 
leaf of the white oak was “the size 
of a mouse’s ear.” Several traditional 
rules of this kind are current among 
farmers, and one of the tasks of the 
phenologists is to check them up on 
the basis of actual statistics. 


Mirror Superstition 

Lillian Eichler, says in her book, 
“Customs of Mankind” : “Since very 
early times the mirror has been used 
in divination, In attempts to read fu- 
ture or past. An early belief was that 
one saw the will of the gods in a mir- 
ror. To break one accidentally, there- 
fore, was interpreted as an effort of 
the gods to prevent a person from 
seeing into the future. This was con- 
strued as a warning that the future 
held unpleasant things. Among highly 
superstitious people the breaking of a 
mirror came to he looked upon as u 
death omen. Somehow this super- 
stitious belief has prevailed and still 
exists, even among educated people.” 


Valuable Invention 

The autogiro was Invented by Juan 
Cierva. In the uutogiro there is u 
fuselage 15 feet long and an air-cooled 
Genet major engine of 100 horse- 
power. Two small wings have bent-up 
tips to Increase the lateral stability 
while In the air, and the “windmill” 
has four blude* which are set In mo- 
tion by air thrown up to the hori- 
zontal propeller by a deflector, main- 
tained about the horizontal stabilizer, 
placed at the end of the fuseluge. The 
power thus developed gives a rotation 
of 130 r. p. m. to the vane, a speed 
which must be maintained before the 
plane takes off. 


Toledo Moorish City 

Toledo Is very much toduy as the 
Moors left It centuries ago. When 
you pass through its gates and find 
your way amid the network of cob- 
bled alleys, encountering lumbering 
ox wagons, It Is eusy to Imagine one’s 
self back in the Middle ages.

World Pays Tribute at 

Shrine of Bobby Burns 

Many places have been "made” by 
the genius of a great writer. Scott hai 
done more for the tourist agencies 
and the railways of England than any 
of his countrymen, because his rnnge 
was so wide. He discovered the Tros- 
sachs and Loch Kntrine, and even 
made the Peak of Derbyshire world- 
famous. But there are no more hal- 
lowed spotH than those which dot the 
Burns country. 

The country town of Ayr lies in the 
center of a fine sandy const, with won- 
derful sen view across the grent firth. 
There Is no house in the kingdom, no 
palace or castle or grent mansion, thnt 
has hnlf the attraction for the world 
as the little thatched biggin at Al- 
loway where Robert Burns was horn. 
In its visitors’ hook are Inscribed the 
names of men nnd women fntnous in 
literature, art nnd statecraft, the 
names of peers nnd peasants and of 
kings, all coine to worship at the 
shrine of genius. 

Close by Is the Auld Brig o’ Doon, 
leaping In a single gray and graceful 
span the little stream whose name 
has gone round the world. Close by, 
too. is the haunted kirk, where Tam 
o’ Shnnter saw witches and warlocks 
holding revelry In its churchyard. In 
the town Itself can still be seen the 
Anld Brig of Ayr, the theme of one 
of his finest poems, whilst the river 
Ayr Is forever associated with the ode.

A recent survey 
by a leading eastern university among 
professors of organic chemistry indi- 
cated that stress Is no longes laid by 
scientists on the origin of the oil from 
which a lubricant is made, but rather 
on the refining processes to which It 
is subjected.

Dr. Larrimer, Government entomol 
ogist, says grasshoppers, destroying 
crops in Northwestern and Centra 
States, are expanding their ravagei 
fifty miles a day by taking to theii 
wings. There is little hope for grass- 
hopper control this season. 

This reminds you that proud man| 
dressed in a little brief authority, may 
some day find himself wiped out by a 
combination of plagues, insects de- 
stroying crops, rats and ground squir- 
rels carrying disease, ants destroying 
everything in hot countries, rabbits 
and mosquitoes. 

Proud man should devote to the task 
of protecting himself against such ene- 
mies some of the ingenuity that he 
devotes to poison gas and explosives 
for killing other men. 

Grasshoppers are not as foolish as 
men. 

This is written in the Catskill Moun- 
tains, twenty-five hundred feet above 
the sea. The air here is worth ton 
times as much per cubic foot as the 
air of sea level plains, and the sun’s 
rays, freed from the impediment of 
2,500 feet of humid atmosphere, are 
more powerful. 

Take your children to the moun- 
tains, every year, if you can. 

All will be able to do it some time, 
able also to travel all over the world, 
when airplanes shall have reduced the 
cost of travel eighty per cent, and, 
with emulation replacing competition, 
and intelligent men concentrating on 
the general welfare, instead of their 
own selfish accumulations. 

If that sounds like Utopia, remem- 
ber that our manner of living, with its 
25,000,000 automobiles, millions of 
bathtubs, electrio light, and running 
water everywhere, would seem better 
than Utopia to More, who gave that 
name to his Imaginary happy country. 

If you ever buy real estate, and 
would like to store up wealth to spoil 
your children, buy a few mountain or 
high hill tops, near a great big city, 
taking care to select them with level 
or gently slanting tops, for airplane 
landings. Men will not live forever 
crowded in cities, like ants in their 
hills. Our cities and slums are born 
of transportation difficulties soon to 
disappear. 

Self-respecting men will live on high 
ground, like the eagles, flying to their 
work, in separate specialized cities, 

landing on the city’s roof, going down 
in "elevators/’ One city will be for 
finance, others for various industries, 
others for merchandising, wholesale 
and retail. Thousands of prettily 
colored planes, driven by women, will 
land on the department store and 
dressmakers’ city. Buy mountain lands 
for your grandchildren, but do not 
neglect good city lots for yourself, and 
your widow.

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Classes In Life-Saving 
Are Well Attended 

H«m1 Cross Conducts SucccsHful 
Course In Swimming 


Proof of the progress and success 
of the Red Cross classos in swimming 
and life-saving work at Crystal Lake 
Is revealed in the attendance and test 
records. 

From June 29 to August 1 there 
were 507 non-swimmers, 100 In the 
junior life-saving group. 252 in the 
senior life-saving group. 73 who took 
the beginners' test and 112 who took 
the swimmers' test. 

Of this number seven passed the 
junior tests, 11 the senior tests, 118 
the beginners’ tests and 00 the swim- 
mers’ tests. 

Since August 1 Kimball McMullin, 
Paul Dolan, Daniel Houghey, Russell 
Riley and Charles Flagg have passed 
tlie junior tests and John Cordon the 
senior tests. 

Examination of requirements as set 
forth on the test sheets is of more 
than ordinary interest. As is stated 
officially by the Red Cross, “Many 
drowning accidents occur because in- 
experienced swimmers fall or are 
thrown into water over their own 
depth and are unable to right them- 
selves and swim to safety. This test 
safeguards the new swimmer against 
the danger of his first attempt to 
touch bottom and makes certain that 
he can level off. turn and swim a rea- 
sonable distance.” 

Credits are given beginners and 
swimmers for the following: 

Jump into water over own depth, 
level oft. swim 35 feet, make a sharp 
turn and return 25 feet. Any kind of 
swimming stroke may be used. 

Tread water for 30 seconds, using 
feet only, hands carried above the 
surface. 

Floating motionless, with credit if 
the subject attempts to float in proper 
form and possesses too little buoyancy 
to remain in a floating position. 

Diving, which may be straight front 
from springboard, running header or 
racing start. Must be performed in 
good style. 

One-hundred yard sw’im, using side 
and other standard stroke. 

Witness a demonstration or artifi- 
cial respiration, and listen to a brief 
lecture based on the material con- 
tained in the pamphlet on Red Cross 
life-saving methods. 

Swim 50 feet on back, using legs 
only. 

Surface dive. An object of any 
weight must be recovered in six to 
eight feet of water from a swimming 
start. 

The junior test is correspondingly 
harder and the senior test, of course, 
the most difficult of all. In each is 
demonstrated the efficiency of the 
training under proper direction, en- 
suring the safety of the swimmer.

Guard, against the practice of Coast 
Guard boats running in Massachu- 
setts waters at night without lights. 
The complaint was the result of a 
protest received by the Congressman 
from Jonathan Brown 3rd of 155 Ho- 
bart road. Newton Centre, who has a 
summer home at the North Shore. Mr. 
Brown recently received a scare by a 
near collision with an unlighted coast- 
guard boat. 


PLAYGROUND FIELD DAY 

The annual field day of the New- 
ton playgrounds, which was to have 
been held on Wednesday at the New- 
ton Centre Playground was called off 
because of a request received from 
Dr. George H. Bigelow of the State 
Department of Public Health. This 
request from Dr. Bigelow was one 
which was sent to all cities and towns 
in Massachusetts. In certuiu sections 
of the State there have been a num- 
ber of cases of infantile paralysis. 
Newton has been fortunate in having 
had but few cases of this disease dur- 
ing the past year, but in deference to 
the request sent out generally by the 
State Health Department, the Play- 
ground Commissioners decided to hold 
field days at each playground instead 
of the big field day at the Newton 
Centre playground.

C. (». McDavllt Connected With 
Concern Many Years 


Clarence O. McDavitt of 212 Mill 
street, Newtonville. was elected n 
vice-president of the New England 
Telephone and Telegraph Company 
on Tuesday at a meeting of the board 
of directors. He has been connected 
with that company for some years 
and since 1926 has been in charge of 
personnel work. 

Mr. McDavitt is a graduate of Dart- 
mouth with the class of 1900 and was 
engaged in various enterprises in or 
near New York until 1911.

Jumuica 
Plain on the night of June 13. ap- 
peared in the Newton court on Tues- 
day before Judge Allen. Following 
the testimony of witnesses for the 
prosecution. Judge Allen held Dnrt for 
the Grand Jury without bail. James 
C. Cannon of Newton was counsel for 
Dart. 

Patrolman Jumes Jenkins of the 
Newton police testified that Bernard 
had driven an automobile up to where 
Jenkins was on duty at the parking 
space on Washington street, near 
Thornton street on the evening of 
June 13 and told the officer that he 
had been shot by Dart after an argu- 
ment over the sale of booze. Bernard 
then collapsed. Jenkins also testi- 
fied that Bernard also told him before 
he collapsed that Dart had hit him 
that afternoon with a blackjack. 

Mrs. Lucy Bernard widow of the vic- 
tim, testified that her husband had 
informed her on the futal day of hav- 
ing been struck with a blackjack by 
Dart that afternoon and that when he 
left home that evening he said he was 
going to find out why Dart had hit 
him. Mrs. Bernard said her husband 
had no pistol with him. She testified, 
under cross-examination by Lawyer 
Cannon that her husband had been a 
prize fighter in Pennsylvania and was 
quick tempered. 

Miss Alice Murphy of 213 Pearl St., 
testified that at 7.45 p. m. on the night 
of the shooting, she was standing near 
her home when a car drove up and a 
man alighted from the rear seat. The 
front door of the car then was opened 
and the man who had alighted from 
the rear seat took some object from 
his pocket. She then heard a report 
and the man who hud alighted from 
the car walked along Pearl street 
towards Gardner street, while the man 
in the automobile drove away.

TRAFFIC AT NEWTON CORNER 
DISCUSSED 


The "Report Concerning Traffic 
Conditions at Nonant urn Square” sub- 
mitted by Mr. Moore recommends 
that the work proposed be divided 
over a period of four years. The 
part suggested for the first year's 
work includes the taking of properties 
for the public parking space near 
Nonantum Square, the taking of the 
Opera House property and some 
changes in traffic signals at and near 
Nonantum Square. The cost of these 
takings, grading and street work is 
estimated at $140,000, according to the 
report. 

The properties proposed to be 
seized on Bacon street are on the 
east side of the street and include 
the double dwelling at 14-16 Bacon 
street, owned by A. M. Lane; the 
single dwelling at 10 Bacon street, 
owned by T. B. Forsyth and the two- 
family dwelling numbered 2 Bacon 
street and 30 Pearl street, owned by 
Lillian Maher. 

The old colonial house numbered 
14-16 Bacon street is well over a cen- 
tury old. It was the homestead of 
Joseph Bacon, grandfather of Judge 
William F. Bacon and of Charles F. 
and Edward L. Bacon of* Jewett 
street. It formerly stood on the op- 
posite side of Bacon street, but was 
moved to its present location when 
Joseph Bacon erected a new home 
about 90 years ago. This latter house 
was razed a few years ago when the 
present Washington Building was 
erected between Bacon and Peabody 
streets, on Washington street. The 
old house on Bacon street was owned 
by the late Francis Murdock before it 
was purchased by its present owner. 
This house, with tjie 6160 square feet 
of land on the property is assessed for 
$5600. 

The small single dwelling at 10 
Bacon street is also quite old. per- 
haps a century* iml was for many 
years the home pf the late Susan 
Duncklee, well remembered by older 
residents of Newton Corner. Miss 
Duncklee was for ftnany years an em- 
ployee of the Newton Savings Bank. 
This property includes 3142 square 
feet of land and is assessed for $3650. 
The two-family house at 2 Bacon 
street and 30 Pearl street, was erected 
about 30 years ago. This property 
contains 4924 square feet of land, and 
is assessed for $7100. 


Properties on the south side of 
Pearl street, which will be seized, if 
Mr. Moore’s suggestions are adopted, 
include those at 24 Pearl street, 
owned by Edward Delorenzo; IS Pearl 
street, owned by Elizabeth Roden- 
hiser; S and 10 Pearl street, owned by 
F. W. Taylor. The property at 24 
Pearl street includes a mansard roof 
house built shortly after the Civil 
War. a barn and S090 square feet of 
land. It was formerly owned by 
Henry Fuller and later by Webster 
Hayden. It Is assessed for $6450. The 
large house at 18 Pearl street is on 
the site of a dwelling owned in the 
last century by one of the Wetherbee 
family. About 50 years ago the prop- 
erty was purchased by Charles Hut- 
chinson. who spent considerable 
money enlarging the place and build- 
ing a rather ornate residence. It was 
later purchased by the late J. R. 
Learned, who resided there for many 
years. This property has 11.160 square 
feet of land and is assessed for $11,- 
500. The old dwelling at S-10 Pearl 
street, owned by F. W. Taylor, is one 
of the many houses acquired by Mr. 
Taylor’s father, the late R. C. Taylor 
of Worcester, when he purchased 
most of the properties about Nonan- 
tum Square nearly 40 years ago and 
developed the present business sec- 
tion there. 

Mr. Moore’s report also recom- 
mends that the city take property on 
the opposite side of Pearl street; 
the property on which is located the 
Newton Opera House. The reason 
given for the proposed taking of this 
property is to allow Pearl street at 
its end near Centre street to be wid- 
ened to 60 feet; and the reason ad- 
vanced for widening Pearl street to 
60 feet is because Mr. Moore recom- 
mends that the Middlesex & Boston 
! busses use this end of Pearl street as 
tlie Newton Corner terminus. 

Mr. Moore is not the first person to 
suggest that the city take the Opera 
House property. Such a suggestion 
had been mude at divers times dur- 
ing the past couple of years by a 
well known citizen of this city who is 
interested both in real estate and pol- 
itics. Such a suggestion was made 
also by another citizen of Newton 
who is one of the present owners of 
the property. He made the suggestion 
to a former Mayor of this city, but did 
not receive much encouragement from 
the then executive. 

The Opera House property was 
formerly owned by the heirs of Frank 
M. Robinson. 

About 17 years ago it was pur- 
chased by Lyman (’. Fisher, who erect- 
ed upon it a "movie” theatre. Mr. 
Fisher built the structure as econotn- 
Coiuinucd on Page 8

Carl Bigelow, president of Bigelow, 
Kent. Willard Ac Co., industrial engin- 
eers, of Boston, was the guest speaker 
at tlie weekly meeting of the Rotary 
Club at the Woodland Golf Club on 
Monday. Mr. Bigelow', who is a resi- 
dent of West Newton, gave a very im- 
pressive talk on business conditions 
as to “Where We Are Going and 
Why.” 

He called attention to the fact that 
England, at the time of the Revolu- 
tion here, was in the midst of a busi- 
ness depression out of which the law’ 
of wages came. For many years it 
became the rule to keep wages down 
to slightly above the starvation point. 
Until about 1890 it was the same prac- 
tice here. Shortly before the turn of 
the century the introduction of sci- 
entific management disproved the for- 
mer theory and the successful em- 
ployer set about to lower production 
cost w’hile maintaining as high wages 
as possible. The introduction of ma- 
chinery brought about a new type of 
labor and further disproved the pre- 
vious law'. 

Although many regard this era as 
the "machine age” Mr. Bigelow’ pre- 
ferred to express it as the "power 
age." "Man-power," .he said, "is the 
index of the strength of a nation." 
Man-pow’er in the United States is 
equal to that of six billion human 
slaves while the horsepower of auto- 
mobiles in this country is equal to 
three billion Chinese coolies. In July 
of 1930 the average hourly wage was 
56 per cent higher than in July of 
1914. This increased wage has pro- 
vided markets for the auto, radio, 
electric refrigeration, talkies, etc. 
From 1923 to 1929 we enjoyed a pe- 
riod of prosperity unlike anything 
previously known to man. In 1929 
came an economic disturbance and 
business got out of adjustment. 
"Where are we going and why?” 

For three hundred years we have 
been a nation of pioneers. Our en- 
tire conception of prosperity is prog- 
ress. Bigger, better, best and tlie like 
are our favorite adjectives. We re- 
garded our resources as limitless 
while higher wages and growth of 
population gave us ever-increasing 
markets. In the past two decades, 
however, immigration restriction has 
depressed the growth of population 
and instead of a 2 per cent increase 
in markets we now have less than .8 
per cent. 

Neither can we consider that our 
markets are unlimited. They can be 
divided into those products of neces- 
sity and those of comfort and luxury. 
No amount of advertising can increase 
the consumption of wheat. Our flour 
market is limited in terms of popula- 
tion. Markets for luxuries have no 
limit. The increase in desire for cul- 
tural things lias been largely brought 
about by higher wages and resultant 
increase in markets for such products. 
Today we are spending more for these 
things than for necessities. 

We always had an answer for ev- 
erything. When sales fell off we in- 
creased our efforts through advertis- 
ing and searching for new markets. 
In 1930 60 cents of every dollar’s 
worth of goods produced was spent 
in cost of material, expenses and prof- 
its of production while 40c was spent 
in costs, expenses anil profits of dis- 
tribution. In 1929 the figures were 
almost reversed, we were spending 
only 42c for production and 5Sc for 
distribution. Scientific management 
lowered production costs but in- 
creased distribution costs. Another 
factor was a lack of definition be- 
tween markets, when the entire coun- 
try wus considered often as one mar- 
ket. identical everywhere. 

From 1S96 to 1920 prices rose stead- 
ily but since that time have fallen, al- 
though it was not generally recog- 
nized until 1929. Many said the old 
X-Y line no longer existed, that busi- 
ness was on a new plane entirely. 
Now we are just as foolish the other 
way when we say that we cannot 
prosper until prices rise again. There 
is nothing at all to worry about if we 
get costs into line with prices and 
operate economically. We must ad- 
just ourselves to provide adequate 
profits while maintaining a high wage 
scale. We must get our goods to the 
consumer at lower prices by turning 
our attention to distribution. Instead 
of doing as we used to do by deter- 
mining what we could make and then 
starting to sell we must now deter- 
mine what we can sell and then make. 
It is not possible to create a market. 
Markets exist we discover them and 
do not create them. We must learn to 
sell as economically as we have 
learned in the last thirty years to 
produce. 

The speaker refuted the argument 
that the “power age” was responsi- 
ble for unemployment. He mentioned 
the textile industry of England in 
1788 and the installation of ma- 
chinery which produced 300 times that 
by hand labor. Seventy-eight hundred 
people were thrown out of work and 
many riots and much hardship re- 
sulted. In 1910 there were seven mil- 
lion textile workers in the United 
States and unemployment affected but 
ten per cent. If machinery were re- 
sponsible entirely for unemployment 
what would become of # those now em* 
ployed hi automobile factories and 
tlu* like. Machinery has provided work 
and has brought increased wages for 
many. A proper balunce must be 
kept. Any return to lower wages and 
hand labor must of necessity mean a 
return to the lower scale of living of 
tlie middle ages. Many of our com- 
munity projects are made possible 
through individual contribution by 
reason of higher wages. 

Many people are impressed by that 
socialistic bugaboo that America is 
ouly following the normul decliue of 
other great natious, that the preseut 
depression is the beginning of the 
economic dissolution of America. 


A fire which threatened to destroy 
the large dwelling house at 1650 Wash- 
ington street. West Newton, necessi- 
tated two alarms being sounded last 
Friday night. The first alarm was 
pulled at 7.52 and the second at 8.07. 
The house is one of the large frame 
structures formerly a part of the 
Paine Sanitarium. It is owned and 
occupied in part by William S. Ken- 
ney, a Boston attorney. Mr. and Mrs. 
Kenney were away from home and 
their two children were in the house 
with a maid. The children went to 
the attic of the house and the boy, 
aged 4. started a fire in a baby car- 
riage which was stored there. A pass- 
ing autoist saw smoke issuing from 
the upper windows, pulled the alarm, 
rushed into the house and rescued the 
boy. The girl, 7, was taken from the 
house by the maid. The flames de- 
stroyed the roof of the building and 
badly damaged the upper part of the 
house. The damage to the furnishings 
by smoke and water was heavy. The 
loss is estimated at several thousands 
of dollars. Fire apparatus from Wal- 
tham and Wellesley responded on the 
second alarm. 


NEWTON HIGHLANDS GIRL 
KILLED 


Dorothy S. Jordan of 32 Endicott 
street. Newton Highlands received 
fatal injuries when struck by an auto- 
mobile at the intersection of Walnut 
street and Commonwealth avenue. 
Newtonville on Monday evening at 
6:10 p. m. The girl had alighted from 
a Lake street-Auburndale bus and 
crossed in front of it to go to a bus 
bound towards Newton Highlands 
which was stopped on Walnut street. 
As she walked from in front of the 
bus she was struck by a car operated 
by Joseph B. Richards of Faile street. 
Bronx. New York. The green light on 
the traffic signal was set for traffic 
on Commonwealth avenue and Rich- 
ards was driving in a westerly direc- 
tion. The impact threw the girl a 
considerable distance. Richards, ac- 
companied by Patrolman Martin Stan- 
ton rushed the girl to the Newton 
Hospital where it was found she had 
a fractured skull besides other in- 
juries. She died at 2:20 a. m. Tues- 
day. 

Miss Jordan was born in Roslindale 
22 years ago. the daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Franklin I. Jordan. She 
graduated from the Newton schools 
and attended Miss Wheelock’s School. 
She had been teaching at Palmerton. 
Pennsylvania and was engaged this 
summer,,!]! social service work at the 
Massachusetts General Hospital. She 
is survived by her parents: a brother. 
Franklin E. Jordan, and a sister. 
Elizabeth Jordan. The funeral serv- 
ice was held yesterday afternoon at 
the late home of Miss Jordan. Rev. 
Floyd Valentine of Coolidge Corner 
officiated and burial was in Walnut 
Hills Cemetery. Brookline.

There is one thing necessary to pull 
us through the present and that is — 
plain, everyday courage. It has car- 
ried America forward for years. The 
time may come when we will laugh 
at the preseut. Sacrifices now per- 
haps will carry us to even greater 
prosperity if we have CONFIDENCE 
in the future of America. 


Last Friday night about 8 an auto- 
mobile and a truck carrying five men 
trailed Warren F. Scott of 1691 Som- 
monwealth avenue. West ftewton, to 
his home and after Scott had driven 
his car into his garage ami was ap- 
proaching his residence, three of the 
five accosted him armed with revol- 
vers and a shot gun. The fourth man 
lurked in the yard and the fifth re- 
mained in the automobile. Scott, 
when attacked, shouted for help and 
his wife released a German shepherd 
dog. The dog rushed at Scott’s as- 
sailants and they fled; three escap- 
ing in the automobile and two in the 
truck. The dog bit one of the three 
who threatened his master. The New- 
ton police were notified and at first 
supposed a robbery had been attempt- 
' 

Sunday an anonymous telephone 
call was received at Newton Police 
headquarters and as a result of the 
tip given Inspector King. Serg. Burke 
and Special Officer Feeley of the New- 
ton police went to 286 First street, 
Melrose, and arrested Arnold Sullivan, 
37. a roofer. He was brought to New- 
ton and questioned by Chief Hughes. 

As a result of information extract- 
ed from Sullivan the Newton police 
went to Beverly and arrested George 
Batchelder 20. of Cedar street; Har- 
old Lord. 21. of Essex street and Hen- 
ry Ruest, 22, of Munroe street, all of 
Beverly. The Newton policemen then 
returned to Melrose and arrested 
Ralph Sullivan. 28. brother of Arnold 
Sullivan. All the men are roofers. At 
the Sullivan's home and at Ruest’s 
house the police found pistols and 
shotguns. Arnold Sullivan and Ruest 
are charged with having these wea- 
pons illegally in their possession. 
They and their companions are also 
charged with attempted robbery while 
armed. 

According to the story told by Arn- 
old Sullivan to Chief Hughes, he and 
the other men had done considerable 
work as roofers on houses built at 
Stoneham by Scott and the latter had 
owed them $600 for some time. Scott 
went into bankruptcy and the men 
believed he had a considerable amount 
of money in his possession and that 
it was probably hidden in his resi- 
dence. So. Ralph Sullivan took some 
weapons from the home of his father 
and it was planned to waylay Scott, 
invade his house, toast the soles of 
his feet sufficiently with burning pa- 
per to make him give information 
where he had the money hoarded, and 
thus obtain what they claim is owed 
them. The men did not intend to hurt 
Scott severely, but thought that the 
scare inflicted on him in the presence 
of his wife and daughter, who were 
at home, would result in some one of 
the family revealing the supposed 
money cache. The attack by the dog 
frustrated the plot. 

Scott was brought to Newton police 
headquarters on Sunday after the five 
alleged conspirators had been arrest- 
ed. ” He identified the two Sullivans 
and Ruest as the three who had held 
him up. He admitted having gone 
into bankruptcy but denied owing the 
men money. He claimed that while 
he had financed the building project 
at Stoneham. he had nothing to do 
with hiring the men who worked on 
the house. 

The five men appeared in the New- 
ton court on Monday morning before 
Judge Allen. All pleaded not guilty 
to the various charges against them 
and each was held in $20,000 bail for 
the Grand Jury. None of the five men 
has any previous court records. Scott 
has resided on Commonwealth avenue 
only since last March. 


BUS AFIRE AT AUBURNDALE 

Saturday evening at 7.30 a Grey 
Line bus caught afire on Common- 
wealth avenue. Auburndale. near Mel- 
rose street. The bus was bound for 
Wayside Inn and when smoke com- 
menced to pour into the vehicle the 
driver. Francis McCarthy of Rox- 
bury. stopped the big car and the 16 
passengers in the bus made a hasty 
exit to the street. Box 433 was 
pulled and Engine 4 quickly responded 
and the flames were extinguished. An- 
other bus was sent from Boston to 
carry the passengers to the inn at 
Sudbury.

ABOUT TOWN

Twenty-one persons were killed In 
automobile accidents In Massachu- 
setts last week. Twelve of the victims 
were pedestrians. In the meantime 
the blah-blah about safe driving con- 
tinues. It would he amusing rather 
than disgusting to observe the hypoc- 
risy in connection with the lessening 
of automobile fntalities if so many 
human lives were not sacrificed be- 
cause of tl\e indifference of the Ameri- 
can people to the appalling toll. All 
the alleged safety drives from here 
to Hades and back again are but ges- 
tures when speedier automobiles are 
being manufactured, faster driving le- 
galized, speeders, reckless and drunk- 
en drivers allowed to escape with lit- 
tle or no punishment. It is only when 
some relntive or near friend is killed 
that the ordinary American pays much 
attention to the automobile menace. 

Residents of Nonantum are right 
when they demand that a "Stop and 
Go” traffic signal be installed at the 
intersection of Watertown and Chapel 
streets. A heavy stream of traffic 
speeds through this most congested 
section of the city during most of the 
24 hours of each day. Hundreds of 
little children who cross this street 
are constantly jeopardized; so are 
grown-ups who must cross Watertown 
street. Many autoists operate cars 
at reckless speeds along Watertown 
street and accidents have been many. 

Another grievance against which 
Nonantum residents are complaining 
is the annoyance from smoke and 
fumes coming from the power plant 
of a mill on Chapel street. Oil fuel 
is used at this place and because of 
improper combustion nauseous fumes 
affect the people of the neighborhood 
and deposits from the oily smoke 
gather on houses nearby. Complaints 
iiave been made to State officials and 
to the Newton Board of Health but 
the nuisance has not been abated. 

Easy marks in the past generation 
bought “gold bricks". Today the gul- 
lible folks are buying “wine bricks."

DARKNESS TO DAWN STREET 
LIGHTING FAVORED 


The measure of safety afforded by 
all night street lighting is reflected 
by a new street lighting rate issued 
by president Charles L. Edgar of The 
Edison Electric Illuminating Company 
of Boston which becomes effective 
September 1, and is applicable 
throughout the Edison service area. 
It makes available to the various mun- 
icipalities a substantial reduction in 
the charge for all night street light- 
ing service and has already been 
adopted by the city of Boston follow- 
ing complaint of police authorities 
and night workers against part time 
schedules which left the streets in 
darkness at the mercy of holdup men 
and thieves. 

The exact amount of tlie saving to 
each city and town adopting an all 
night service schedule, which, accord- 
ing to lighting engineers, is 4.000 
hours per year, is being reported to 
each municipality by the company. 

The reduction which is voluntarily 
offered by The Edison Company, in 
addition to reducing the cost, will 
standardize the company’s street light- 
ing schedule on an all night lighting 
service basis. The new rate is in 
keeping with the general tendency to- 
wards improved street lighting, the 
demand for which has increased no-' 
ticeably within the past few years 
throughout the country.

It 
is many weeks now since the pipes 
were first stored along Washington 
street and the West Newton business 
men deprived of parking space facili- 
ties for their customers. Then, the 
big trench was dug and conditions 
made worse. The trench is still open 
and when it will be filled is not 
known. Within a couple of days it is 
expected that a connection will be 
made with the Newton water main at 
the junction of Waltham and Wash- 
ington streets. Then, the gas com- 
pany must relay pipes along the line 
of the big trench and the telephone 
company must lay a new conduit for 
its cables. In justice to the hard-hit 
merchants of West Newton this work 
should be performed with all possible 
speed and the West Newton business 
section returned to normalcy with- 
out further unnecessary delay.

School street; and on Church street 
opposite Richardson street.

American Ships. 

Why Not Montauk? 

Our New Dirigible. 

Almost In time for his fifty-seventh 
birthday anniversary, five great na- 
tions. Germany, France, Italy. Japan 
and Great Britain, recently signed a 
document indorsing the President’s 
“debt holiday" proposal. The an- 
nouncement made the world more 
cheerful. Foreign bonds went up. good 
news for Americans that bought them. 
Wall Street, rapidly wiping a tear 
from each eye. straightened out its 
wrinkles and bid “Big Steel” to 90, 
other prices to match. 

There Is nothing like action, and 
the President “got action” when he 
announced his moratorium Idea. 

Debts are not forgiven or wiped out. 
The plan is to give Germany an op- 
portunity to get her breath. 

Nature, without knowing It, but 
most appropriately, arranges a cosmic 
fireworks display in honor of the good 
financial news tonight. Look for a 
magnificent display of meteors if 
clouds don’t interfere. The display 
comes once a year and should be es- 
pecially brilliant this year. Look at 
the sky in the direction of the Perseids 
and see how many you ca«» count of 
tt million bright meteors visible from 
different parts of the country. 

The Perseids are all that is left of 
Tuttle’s Comet, smashed up long ago, 
floating in space around the sun, held 
by its gravitation, and bombarding 
planets that come close enough. These 
meteors rarely do harm. 

The Shipping Board, about to sell 
some big ship?. Including the giant 
Leviathan, will mako sure that Amer- 
ican ships will continue to be owned 
by Americans and operated to create 
a commercial marine for the United 
States. 

Fortunately the principal bidders 
are the Dollar Line and Herbert 
Fleishhacker, on the Pacific Coast, 
Hermit Roosevelt, son of the la»e 
President Roosevelt, and Vincent As- 
tor. Mr. Bruce of Baltimore, a brother 
of Secretary Mellon ’3 son-in-law, and 
others on the East Coast. 

Both these groups are entirely Amer- 
ican. Rumors to the contrary not- 
withstanding, there is no British or 
other foreign ownership or control in 
either of the groups. 

The question is. which will give the 
best price and guarantees. And it is 
hoped that consideration will be giv- 
en by Mr. O’Connor of the* Shipping 
Board and by the Administration to 
any representations as to plans for 
cheap transportation for American 

travelers, particularly for American 
public school teachers. 

Congressman Britten is criticised 
for sending the Navy to Montauk. at 
the far end of Long Island, instead 
of sending the officers, as usual, to 
parade around Newport. M&ntauk is 
more interesting than Newport, and 
will be a thousand times more impor- 
tant when it becomes the last jump- 
ing off place for airships bound for 
Europe and the landing place on the 
way back. 

Officers and soldiers will learn more 
a’ jut America, and make better real 
estate investments going ashore at 
Montauk than they possibly could do 
at Newport. t 

The officers will be missed at fash- 
ionable Newp rt dances, but that isn’t 
Important. 

Europe notices the peaceful tone of 
Mussolini’s recent speeches. He made 
enough speeches of the other kind to 
make Europe realize that Italy is an 
Independent nation. Now, he reaches 
out a friendly hand, going to Germany 
to visit Chancellor Bruening. 

'Mussolini announces that Italy will 
buy German coal. Good news for Ger- 
many. bad news for Britain. Italians 
have not forgotten the price they paid 
for coal during the war, or the diffi- 
culty with which they were able to 
get any coal. 

On Saturday Mrs. Hoover, chisten- 
ing the United States dirigible Akron, 
released Trom the airship forty-eight 
white pigeons, one for each State. 
They flew promptly to their homes, 
as the giant Bhip rose in the air, put- 
ting the United States ahead of all 
other countries in lighter-than-air 
craft. • 

Thank Heaven For One Supremacy. 

The new dirigible, 785 feet long, 
carrying 6,500,000 cubic feet of non- 
inflammable. non-explosive helium 
gas, displaces 7,400,000 cubic feet of 
air. Every dirigible is a submarine, 
immersed in the air ocean In which 
It operates. 

The ship has a lifting capacity of 
430,000 pounds, 1S2.000 pounds more 
thun its own weight, and travels 84 
miles an hour. Such a ship, loaded with 
gas and explosives, approaching silent- 
ly, high up in the night, could com- 
pletely wreck any city in the world 
and destroy every human being in it. 

Let us hope that this ship will serve 
only as a warning to other nations, 
and do no killing.

How Volcanic Islands 

Act as Safety Valves 

Niuafou Is one of the Tonga, or 
Friendly islands, situated halfway be- 
tween Samoa and FIJI In one of the 
most restless geological areas In the 
world. Stretching across the South 
Pacific from Samoa to North island. 
New Zealand, there Is a huge fissure 
in the earth’s crust. Volcanic Islands, 
such as Niuafou, strewn along this 
gigantic crack, act as vents for the 
molten mass within the earth. The 
jack-in-the-box island of Falcon has 
popped up from the ocean’s bottpm at 
least twice, only to be washed and 
blown away each time by sea and 
wind. Only recently It has made Its 
reappearance again In larger size, act- 
ing as one of these famous safety 
valves for the earth’s mighty Internal 
furnace. 

To passengers of steamers passing 
close, the island looks like any other 
tropic isle, green with vegetation and 
coconut palms. Clean white houses 
and thatched native churches set In 
grassy lawns dot the hillsides. When 
wind and sea are quiet, landings are 
made in small open boats which are 
guided skillfully Into a nook partly 
sheltered by fingers of lava flow. Snch 
landings are dangerous and exciting, 
because the boats bob np and down 
with the incoming rollers and scrape 
against the steep, jagged cliffs. — Na- 
tional Geographic Society Bulletin.

Despite Mr. Fisher’s 
care in not erecting too costly a the- 
atre for the exhibition of the then 
comparatively new typo of amuse- 
i inent, moving pictures, n large per- 
centage of Newton Corner residents 
opined at that time that tills out- 
sider who lind come into their midst 
was quite foolish in risking such a 
I large sum of money in the now ven- 
ture. They did not believe the new 
moving picture theatre would pay. But 
it did. It paid well. It proved an ex- 
cellent investment for Mr. Fisher. Tills 
amusement enterprise which started 
in 1915 was first known as the Gem 
Amusement Company. After running 
it for several years. Mr. Fisher sold 
out his interests and in 1920 the 
Opera House became the property of 
the Newton Olympia Company, com- 
posed of Drown & Ward. 

In 1922 ii was sold to the Koen 
Brothers of Salem and the following 
year the name of the ownership was 
changed to the Salem Realty Com- 
pany. It was later sold to the Gor- 
don interests who ran the theater 
until 1925, when lack of patronage 
caused it to be closed. The Para- 
mount Theatre Company subsequent- 
ly acquired the old theatre, but did 
not open it. 

The success of the Newton Opera 
House naturally caused others to seek 
a license for a moving picture theater 
at Newton Corner. Several applica- 
tions were made and refused. Early 
in 1921 several well-known residents 
of this city met at Newton Corner one 
Sunday afternoon to discuss a matter 
affecting a business organization with 
which they were associated. After 
they had conferred on this matter, 
one of those present called to the at- 
tention of t lie others the excellent 
opportunity which existed for a well- 
constructed. well-conducted moving 
picture theatre at Newton Corner. He 
also revealed the fact that a parcel 
of real estate which would be ideal 
for such a theatre was for sale and 
could be purchased at a very low

price. Urged on by the enthusiasm 
of this individual, the men present 
decided to form a corporation, pur- 
chase the real estate us suggested, 
and endeavor to obtain a license to 
build a theater. One of the number 
was authorized to obtain an option 
on the property. The option was pro- 
cured. the license for the theatre was 
obtained and on May 21. 1921 a cer- 
tificate of incorporation was granted 
to the Newton Theatre. Incorporated, 
by the Commonwealth. The incor- 
porators included Thomas W. White. 
Walter T. Hnnnigan. Joseph 10. Dow- 
ney. Thomas L Goodwin. Edward II. 
Powers and William H. Thomas. 
Stock was issued and sold, mostly to 
residents of this city, the building of 
th*' theatre v started and early In 
1922 the Community Theatre opened 
for business. 

The owners of the new theatre were 
inexperienced in the moving picture 
theatre business and for the first year 
or more the going was rather tough 
and no dividends were distributed to 
those who had invested money in the 
venture. But. after the first couple 
of years the affairs of the enterprise 
prospered, very appreciable dividends 
were distributed. Eventually an is- 
sue of common stock was made and 
given to the shareholders of the cor- 
poration. 

Conditions in the moving picture 
business had changed. The monop- 
oly of this new. tremendous industry 
by a few big corporations had pro- 
ceeded rapidly. The producers of 
moving pictures had also become own- 
ers of chains of theatres and it had 
become increasingly difficult for own- 
ers of independent theatres to obtain 
films. The big Paramount Company 
which had obtained control of the 
Newton Opera House had the pic- 
tures, hut not the proper place to 
show them, so far as Newton was 
concerned. Negotiations were com- 
menced between the Paramount Com- 
pany and the owners of the Communi- 
ty Theatre and after some time an 
agreement was reached. So, on April 
24, 1929, a special meeting was held 
by the share holders of the Newton 
Theatre. Incorporated, and as a result 
it was decided to sell the Community 
Theatre to the Paramount Company. 
The shareholders of the Newton Thea- 
tre, Inc., received the par value for 
the preferred shares they owned. In 
addition the Newton Opera House 
property was given to the sharehold- 
ers of the Newton Theatre, Inc., and 
so the local men became the owners 
of this real estate. Restrictions were 
placed on the use of it so that it 
would not become a competitor to 
the Community Theatre, which was 
renamed the Paramount Theatre. 

The Newton Opera House has not 
been a revenue producing proposition 
to its present owners. Standing idle 
for the past couple of years it has not 
earned money for its present owners. 
Taxes must he paid on it. The build- 
ing is not adapted for any retail bus- 
iness enterprise which would bring 
appreciable rent. Practically the 
only value of the property is on the 
land. It is not surprising, therefore, 
that the owners of this non-producing 
property would like to dispose of it. 

This property is assessed in two 
parcels by the City of Newton. The 
Opera House is assessed for $31,500: 
the land on which it stands, and the 
land on Pearl street, at the rear of the 
old theatre is assessed for $24,000. 
This parcel of land contains 12,160 
square feet. The other parcel of the 
Newton Opera House property is a 
hack lot at the rear of 15 Pearl street. 

It contains 8640 square feet and is 
assessed for $1700. The small frame 
building on the property formerly 
used as an outdoor market is as- 
sessed for $700. The records of the 
Board of Assessors of Newton give 
the present owners of the Opera 
House property as the Newton Thea- 
tre. Incorporated. The last report of 
this corporation filed at the State 
House on April 8, 1931, states that it 
possesses real estate valued at 
$40,000. The list of the officers of this 
corporation as given in the report is — 
President. Thomas W. White; Treas- 
urer, Walter T. Hannigan: Directors, 
Thomas W. White, Walter T. Hanni- 
gan, Thomas L. Goodwin, Thomas D, 
Gotshall, Rupert C. Thompson, George 
J. Martin. Charles S. Ensign. Jr., 
Charles E. Hatfield, Charles W. Ryder, 
Joseph E. Downey, Harlow H. Rogers. 
The last named director is a resident 
of Brighton. Ail the other directors 
are residents of this city. 

It would be quite to the advantage 
of the owners of the Newton Opera 
House property if they could dispose 
of this real estate at a fair price be- 
fore it eats up more of its value in 
taxes. But, it would he quite unfair 
to the remainder of the taxpayers of 
Newton to pay for the purchase of a 
property which is not needed, which 
if used for the purpose proposed, 
would create new traffic problems 
only to saddle additional expenses on 
tin* city in future years, and to so 
affect the business district of Newton 
Corner as to impose additional hard- 
ships on the business men there who 
have experienced tough going the past 
few years. Neither should the public 
be compelled to walk almost io the 
Watertown boundary line to hoard 
Middlesex & Boston buses, or io ob- 
tain seats in Boston Elevated cars 
which would have their stopping place 
north of Pearl street. It can he easily 
understood why a person, wlto holds 
a Ik uvy interest in real estate near 
tin- proposed bus and car terminal, 
should insistently udvocute t h o 
chanuc. But, the interest of the com- 
munity as a whole is of more im- 
port ihun tlie accruing of financial 
benefits to a few individuals. 

And if the City of Newton has any 
mom y to spend, it will need plenty to 
meet the demands for relief to the 
unemployed this coming winter, not to 
/million tho mouths following the 
coming winter, and probably oven be- 
yond that time.

What is tlie senso of passing ordi- 
nances if they are not enforced? 
Some weeks ago tho Aldermen of this 
city passed an ordinance ordering all 
dogs In tills city restrained for a pe- 
riod of 90 days. Tills ordinance was 
passed at the request of the State De- 
partment of Public Health because of 
the prevalence of rabies in Massa- 
chusetts. Most dog owners in tho 
Newtons have co-operated and have 
kept their dogs carefully restrained. 
But, a considerable number of dog 
owners in this city have disregarded 
the ordinance and have allowed their 
dogs to run loose. The result has 
been that almost daily complaints nro 
made to tho police about dogs biting 
persons. To date none of the owners 
of unrestrained dogs which have hit- 
ton persons have been brought into 
court. Why not? 


Recently someone wrote a lotter to 
the BOSTON HERALD stating that 
members of the State Constabulary 
are rarely seen patrolling the State 
highways, and that their failure to 
do so is largely responsible for the 
increase In reckless driving, spoeding 
and the resultant automobile acci- 
dents. This contributor to the HER-

made this observation. Years ago, 
when the State Constabulary was es- 
tablished in Massachusetts, one could 
not drive along the principal automo- 
bile highways without frequently 
meeting members of the State police 
force. But, in recent years, although 
the State Police are more numerous, 
one rarely observes any of them on 
the State highways.

Many Splendid Copies 

of Old Book of Hours 

A Book of Hours dating from 1508 
mny he seen nt the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum of Art, New York, purchnsed in 
Paris for $10,000. Such books lmve 
become bibliographical curiosities. Few 
copies ot the many early editions have 
survived tlie constant use to which 
they were put ; some have even be- 
come unique: and many are famous 
for the lavish beauty of their work- 
manship. 

The Book of Hours saw constant 
service, since it contained the prayers 
which were to he said each day at 
the seven canonical hours, from ma- 
tins through vespers to compline, and 
therefore, unlike ninny medieval books, 
It was made small enough to he car- 
ried around conveniently and to be 
held In the hand while it was being 
read. And because it was so con- 
stantly used It seems to have become 

particular treasure. Wealthy own- 
ers spared no pnins to adorn their 
copies with minlnturcs and decora- 
tions In gold, blue nnd vermilion 
paints nnd with embroidered or tooled 
bindings — the work of famous crafts- 
men.

Smoke Nuisance At 
Nonantum Is Abated 


Changes in Plant There Believe 
Residents 


The smoke nuisance concerning 
which Nonantum residents have been 
complaining to the Newton Board of 
Health and State officials has been 
abated according to reports received 
by the health department. 

The improvement in conditions is 
said to have been brought about by 
changes in the power plant of a 
Chapel street manufacturing estab- 
lishment, from which the objection- 
able smoke had been emitted. State 
smoke inspectors co-operated with the 
proprietor of the plant in devising a 
remedy. 

Under the State laws, a smoke 
nuisance is defined as a plant which 
discharges black smoke for more than 
five minutes a day. Before the 
changes in the power plant of the 
Chapel street factory were put into 
effect, the smoke was described by 
residents as black and it was stated 
that a deposit of soot was found on 
many houses in the section due to 
the smoke. 

Since the alterations were made, 
the smoke is described as yellow in 
color and it is said that it leaves no 
soot in its wake. No complaints have 
been received from residents of the 
section by the health department for 
several days. 

The power plant of the factory uses 
oil fuel. The improvement in smoke 
conditions was brought about by a 
simple change in the manner of op- 
eration of the plant. 

Several years ago. similar com- 
plaints concerning a smoke nuisance 
were received from residents of New- 
tonville near the Newton High School. 
At that time, smoke inspectors or- 
dered the city to abate the nuisance 
and the situation was remedied by 
increasing the height of the chimney 
of the high school power plant.

NEWTON BUSINESS MEN TO MEET 


Local Aviator Is Hero 
Of Drowning Accident 


Lieut. Parker Rescues Companion 
At Horseneek Beaeh 


Charles C. Parker, son of Dr. and 
Mrs. Charles S. Parker of Newton 
Highlands, was recently the hero of a 
drowning accident at Horseneok on 
Buzzard’s Bay, where he was spend- 
ing his vacation. Two brothers. Vic- 
tor and Charles Metz of Closter, New 
Jersey, were swimming in the swift 
current of the inlet. They had been 
in the water for some time when Vic- 
tor noticed that Charles was quite a 
distance out and was apparently be- 
coming tired. He swam out to him 
and stayed with him for quite a time 
until he said he was all right. Mr. 
Parker, who was sitting on shore next 
noticed that Victor, who had just of- 
fered to help his brother, was going 
down. He swam out to him quickly 
and reached him just as he was sink- 
ing for the second time and took him 
out of the water. He next looked for 
Charles who could no longer be seen. 
He then attempted the rescue of the 
second boy but his efforts were with- 
out results and he notified the Dart- 
mouth police. All efforts to locate the 
body were fruitless until four days 
later when Mr. Parker sighted the 
body from his airplane. He then 
guided a boat to the body from his 
plane and it was towed to shore. Had 
it not been for Mr. Parker’s prompt 
action, there would undoubtedly have 
been two drownings instead of one. 
The drowning occurred at low tide 
when the current was still headed out- 
ward. At this point the water is shal- 
low for a distance and then the floor 
of the ocean takes a sudden dip to a 
considerable depth. 

Mr. Parker is a professional avia- 
tor, having been an instructor at the 
Bert Hill School of Aviation at Round 
Hill, on the Cape. He has recently 
been appointed second lieutenant in 
the aviation division of the United 
States Marine Corps. 


FINGER PRINTS DISPROVE 
HARD LUCK STORY 


Leon White, 44 years old. told a 
hard-luck story in court on Wednesday 
and had his case placed on file but 
before he left the court room results 
of investigation of his finger prints ar- 
rived and he was hustled back to 
court where he received a sentence 
to the state farm. Tuesday White 
entered the grounds of Jack Sharkey’s 
residence on Stone avenue. Chestnut 
Hill, intending to ask for food. An 
English bulldog, owned by the fam- 
ous heavyweight pugilist, evidently has 
a dislike for tramps and he bit the un- 
invited guest on the right leg. The 
Sharkey caretaker took White to the 
hospital for treatment. He was taken 
into custody there by the police on a 
charge of vagrancy and Captain Rich- 
ard J. Goode began investigation. 

In court the next morning White 
told Judge Bacon that he was suffer- 
ing from tuberculosis and was work- 
ing his way to New Mexico to enter 
a hospital. His case was placed on 
file. As he was about to be freed 
and was being questioned by Proba- 
tion Officer M. J. Enegess, Captain 
Goode arrived with the information 
that the finger prints had disclosed 
the fact that White had a previous 
record., He had served five terms on 
charges of burglary, larceny and forg- 
ery. He was hustled back to court 
and sentenced to the state farm. As 
he was being taken from the court- 
room White enquired if there was 
a hospital at the farm and was told 
that there is. Captain Goode’s inves- 
tigation revealed that White, under 
the names of Peter Whute, Fred 
Smith and Bud Wallace had served 
jail sentences in Indiana and Oregon 
State Penitentiaries, Cook County Jail 
and Illinois State Prison. In 1919 he 
escaped from Cook County Jail but 
was returned to complete his term.

Grotto, and a mem- 
ber of the finance committee of the 
Newton Lodge of Elks. As a member 
of the Newton Rotary Club he enjoys 
the unique distinction of having 
missed but one meeting in the eight 
years since that organization was 
founded. 

For the past several years Mr. and 
Mrs. Halliday and their three chil- 
dren have resided on Bradford road.

University Evening School of Law. 
He will immediately make his home 
in Hingham. 

In the active management of the 
Hingham Trust Company Mr. Halliday 
succeeds a well-known bank man, Ar- 
thur Robinson, who has a record of 
forty-six years with the same insti- 
tution.

PLAN MORE STREET WORK 


In order to keep the force of ap- 
proximately four hundred city labor- 
ers at work until the end of the year 
the Board of Aldermen will be asked 
to appropriate about $50,000 for the 
construction of new streets and drains 
at its next meeting on Monday, Sep- 
tember 14th. It is hoped to avert the 
customary lay-off of city employees 
which usually becomes necessary near 
the end of the year as budget appro- 
priations are exhausted. 

The cost of constructing several 
new streets is expected to require 
some $30,000 while the expenditure 
on drains will entail another $20,000. 
The work will be done entirely by the 
city force. The street department has 
also advertised for bids for resurfac- 
ing parts of three much traveled 
streets in Newton and Newtonville. 

Pearl street, between Jewett and 
Green streets in Newton wil be resur- 
faced as will Lowell avenue, between 
Washington and Watertown streets. 
Newtonville and the entire length of 
Bridge street between Watertown and 
California streets. Nonantum. 

Other streets which will be laid out 
graded and accepted under the Bet- 
terment Law are Rogers street, and 
Brackett road.

POLICE NEWS 


Precedent was estubliHlied and the 
city ordinance requiring dogs to he 
restrained was equipped with teeth 
in court on Monday morning when 
Judge William F. Bacon imposed a 
fine of $10 on Fred Wolkina, a contrac- 
tor, on a charge of allowing 1 i1h dog to 
run at large.

Contrary to popular belief the al- 
most universal habit of listening-in 
to Radio programs instead of result- 
ing in that familiarity which breeds 
contempt . . . insofar as good music 
is concerned . . . has brought about 
a noticeable stimulation of the desire 
for individual performance. Piano 
manufacturers may not yet be selling 
more pianos than they did before the 
radio became so popular in the home, 
hut people who own pianos are begin- 
ning to use them more, and young 
people, particularly when musically in- 
clined, are becoming ambitious to per- 
form. One evidence of this is seen 
in the increased enrollment in piano 
classes in the public schools. 

That the majority of Americans 
have become music-conscious as a re- 
sult of listening to such fine programs 
as Dr. Damrosch’s, Atwater-Kent, and 
others in the same class of radio en- 
tertainment. is generally accepted. It 
is oniy reasonable to conclude, there- 
fore, that music as an avocation or a 
vocation is being favorably consid 
ered by more young people today than 
at any time in the country’s history. 

One effect of this renaissance in 
musical appreciation ... if one may 
call it such ... Is that the ranks of 
musicians, music teachers, and vocal 
artists are filling up. And concurrent- 
ly with this fact is the disturbing con- 
dition brought about by the elimina- 
tion of so many orchestras and indi- 
vidual performers, and the concentra- 
tion of a few orchestras and soloists 
at broadcasting centres. Of course, 
the “sound” pictures have contributed 
to this result, also. But the quality 
of music and critical judgment are 
being vastly improved as a result of 
radio. The public taste for good music 
is being educated, and well educated, 
notwithstanding the prevalence of 
cheap dance music. In the latter case 
its worthlessness as a legitimate ex- 
pression of musical art is the assur- 
ance of its own destruction, and grad- 
ually it is losing ground in favor of 
the music that represents the aes- 
thetic art which is the very essence 
of good music. 

The young student looking to music 
as a means of earning a living must 
realize that the demands are higher 
today than ever before, but the oppor- 
tunities also are growing. A readjust- 
ment is taking place which will offer 
increasing openings to good musicians, 
vocalists, music teachers, and super- 
visors of music in schools. 

It is being increasingly recognized 
in the educational world that Music is 
a subject that cannot be properly 
taught with academic courses in 
four-year college course. It is a spe- 
cial subject demanding the full-time 
of the student if he is to succeed in 
accomplishing something that will pro- 
vide him with practical knowledge to 
earn a decent living either as a per- 
former or in the teaching field. 

Long before this was generally rec- 
ognized the New England Conserva- 
tory of Music provided the opportu- 
nity for a complete musical education. 
It was the conviction of the founder 
. . . and it has been shared to the 
full by his successors . . . that the 
study of music was so important to 
America that it demanded an insti- 
tution that would he representative of 
the highest type of instruction not 
only in the musical arts but in as- 
sociated subjects. It was for this pur- 
pose the New England Conservatory 
was founded by Eben Tourjee, 64 
years ago. Since then other large 
musical educational centres have been 
established largely through the muni- 
ficence of wealthy patrons. But the 
New England Conservatory in Boston 
still retains leadership and it is due 
to such men as Eben Jordan. George 
W. Brown. Mr. and Mrs. Robert Ev- 
ans, Mr. and Mrs. Costello C. Con- 
verse. Frank H. Beebe and other large 
minded New England business men 
and leaders that the Conservatory has 
been able to maintain its standing in 
the world of music. 

Without endowments, the New Eng- 
land Conservatory has, chiefly 
through the labors of four men. the 
late George W. Chadwick, Ralph Flan- 
ders. Wallace Goodrich, and the late 
Eben D. Jordan, increased its proper- 
ty holdings to nearly two million dol- 
lars. liquidated a half-million dollar 
debt, increased its physical equipment 
such as additional organs, etc., and 
at the same time added to the num- 
ber of free scholarships. 

It is a far call from Nordica to 
Edith Mason, with such famous mu- 
sicians as Louise Homer. Maier and 
Pattison. and others punctuating the 
years with brilliance . . . and these 
all were students at the New England 
Conservatory. Today, the faculty in- 
cludes such prominent composers as 
the newly appointed deau, Frederick 
S. Converse, and well-known musi- 
cians, and teachers like the brilliant 
young pianist of the Boston Sympho- 
ny Orchestra. Sanroma; Joseph Mal- 
kin, internationally renowned ’cellist; 
Wm. L. Whitney, internationally re- 
nowned voice authority, and others 
equally well-known as great musi- 
ians, composers, and instructors. Per- 
haps one feature about this famous 
Conservatory that stands out as a dis- 
tinguished characteristic, is that the 
Faculty is composed of men and wom- 
en who are selected not for their mu- 
sical ability alone, hut for their ability 
to teach. It is often the lot of the 
genius to he incapable of teaching 
others; this is why so many famous 
singers and musicians are poor in- 
structors. At the New England Con- 
servatory this fact is realized and the 
ability to impart knowledge and in- 
spire pupils is the first consideration 
when appointing teachers. 

With an entirely new chanuel for 
musical expression created by Radio 
broadcasting, facilities for guining ex- 
perience in Radio Work are now pro- 
vided hv the New England Conserva- 
tory. This functions through tlie or- 
chestru . . . one of the largest and 
best student orchestras in the coun- 
try . . . and through atlvunced stu- 
dents of voice and solo instruments. 
An entirely new and interesting sub- 
ject which lias been added to the Con- 
servatory this year is a course to cure 
students of stuge fright. 

Thus this old and fuiuous music in- 
stitution is meeting in u very prac- 
tical way the problem of adequate 
training in the musical arts to enable 
young people to successfully practice 
their art and live thereby.

NEWTON APPENDICITIS DEATH 
RATE LOW 


According to the Spectator, an insur- 
ance publication, Newton's death rate 
from appendicitis of 4.6 per 100,000 is 
the third lowest in the United States, 
being exceeded only by Fresno, Cal- 
ifornia, with a rate of 1.9 and Orange, 
New Jersey, with 2.8 per 100,000 pop- 
ulation. The study showed that the 
rate for the country as a whole is 
high with Oak Park. Illinois, leading 
with a rate of 59.0 and Lexington, 
Kentucky, following as a close second 
with 58.9 deaths from this cause per 
100,000. It was found that 20,000 die 
yearly from appendicitis in the entire 
country.

World Slow to Improve 

on First Locomotives 

The first steam locomotive Is credit- 
ed to a Welshman, Trevethick, 1804. 
He and Ills parting, Vivian, under a 
putent dating 1802, ran a steam engine 
in south Wales, Merthyr Tidvll. The 
world was still far from understanding 
wiint it had. In 1812 Blenklnsop's lo- 
comotive drew 33 coni enrs at the rnte 
of something under four miles per 
hour, nt Leeds. In 1815 George Ste- 
phenson built Ills locomotive. The rail- 
road had at last been made a prac- 
ticable possibility. It took a long time. 

The word "engine” Is one of the 
most striking instances of how use 
may twist the meaning of an old word, 
and establish a new and permanent 
meaning, obliterating the old. "En- 
gine” now commonly means locomo- 
tive. It is from the Greek "gignere, to 
beget,” nnd the Latin “ingenlum.” 
Down to the Eighteenth century it 
mennt, in English, wit, or talent. 
Chaucer: "If mnn hatli sapiences thro, 
memorie, engin, and intellect also.** 
From this it came to mean disposition, 
or temper; It was sometimes used in 
the sense of skill In debate nnd argu- 
ment, and occasionally trickery, de- 
ceit. Thence it grew to- mean the 
product of ingenuity — hence, any con- 
trivance or device. So to machine, 
tool, etc. The original “engine” was 
for war or torture. 


Excellent Reasons Why 

Name Change Was Denied 

Whether or not our Israelite breth- 
ren Inherited the habit of changing 
their names from old Father Abraham 
is n question. However, ever since 
the Lord changed Abraham’s cognomi- 
nnl signature, they appear to have tak- 
en up with the idea nnd gone in for 
alterations. If there he any virtue in 
this “What’s in a name?’’ why not give 
it a whirl? They whirl! 

Recently, recounts the Business 
Week, one Louis Goldstein who sells 
tilings in Brooklyn, N. Y., decided that 
a change In name might he a com- 
mercial coup de mnitre, besides being 
a boost to the little Goldsteins. Ac- 
cordingly he petitioned a Judge to al- 
ter Ids name to “Golding.”

"Weeping’* Mulberry Tree 

A tree that lias been gaining much 
in popular favor among the suburb- 
anites in recent years is the grncefu! 
weeping mulberry tree. Tills plant, 
native of temperate and warm cli- 
mates, nehieves a height of 8 or i0 
feet. It has long, curling branches, 
which point In the direction of the 
ground. When the tree is in blossom, 
the tree consequently gives the effect 
of "weeping." 

Tills tree, of which there are 100 
varieties, is not hardy In the United 
States as far North ns New York and 
is seldom seen in this country except 
in the South and in California, where 
some of the more Improved varieties 
are now grown successfully.

Says Churchill, to Shaw. 

The Robot Battleship. 

Russia’s Book Business. 

Snowden. Britain’s little fighting 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, objects 
to the talk about "panic” in England. 
“England has not tapped her overseas 
wealth.” says he. 

That is slightly exaggerated, for 
England is industrially tapping the 
world’s greatest supply of diamonds 
in South Africa. 

And England’s gold mines are send- 
ing pure, beautiful gold to London at 
the rate of fifteen million dollars a 
month, and more. 

The trouble is. and hence the British 
tears, that as fast as England pro- 
duces the gold. France gets it It re- 
minds you of modern golf practice 
fields that rent you a pailful of balls 
for twenty-five cents, with the slogan 
“You hit* em, we chase 'em." 

The English chase them and the 
French get them. 

Winston Churchill does not like 
things said by Bernard Shaw and 
Lady Astor on their return from Rus- 
sia, and skirts close to the edge of the 
British libel law, telling what he 
thinks of them. 

He describes Shaw, “preaching own- 
ership of all forms of wealth by the 
state,” and adds, “but no one squealed 
more shrilly than he when Lloyd 
George introduced the supertaxes on 
incomes.” 

Churchill criticises Lady Astor for 
her friendly comment on Russian 
methods, 1 lgging in the fact that Lord 
Astor, thf. week before his wife went 
to Russiu, "had been awarded fifteen 
million dollars returned from taxation 
by the American courts.” 

An interesting word-war may follow 
Churchill’s attack on two well able to 
talk back. 

Lady Astor might decline the discus- 
sion, on the ground that Churchill is 
unworthy of her verbal steel, being 
only half, while she is one hundred 
per cent American. 

With England in her present condi- 
tion, Britishers might be grateful for 
new ideas, brought from Russia, or 
anywhere. 

The old battleship Utah Is to be a 
“robot” battleship without a man 
aboard, directed by radio control far 
away. Radio will fire bombs, guns, 
big and small, steer the ship in any 
direction, lay down smoke screens. 

The same can be done with airplanes 
with no pilot. Men have now fully 
achieved the art of fighting at a dis- 
tance without danger to themselves. 

Beginning like animals, men fought 
face to face, raining blows on each 
other’s heads. They didn’t like that 
and some clever person invented the 
spear, and, hurling it, killed an enemy 
that never saw him. One still wiser 
Invented the bow and arrow, then 
came the rifle, torpedo, airplane bomb. 
And now "robot” battleships and air- 
planes will pursue the enemy, guided 
by men at a safe distance. That is 
close enough to a miracle. 

Russia, determined to do business, 
goes back to the old plan of commerce 
by barter, like the early white Ameri- 
cans. taking the Indian’s land for 
bright beads, and whiskey. 

Russia offers Uruguay unlimited 
amounts of gasoline in exchange for 
breeding animals, horses, cows, sheep, 
hides and other produce. Gasoline is 
offered on a basis of five and a half 
cents a gallon delivered at Monte- 
video. 

That price will make our oil men 
wonder. 

Russia last year printed five hun- 
dred million books, against one hun- 
dred and twenty million a year in the 
Czar days. Books printed in Russia 
now, as formerly, are books that the 
government wants printed. Don’t go 
there with any book intended to prove 
that Karl Marx was wrong or that hu- 
man nature can’t be changed. 

You can’t print what Russia doesn't 
want On the other hand Russia’s 
government orders things that are ad- 
mirable. twenty million copies of clas- 
sics of all natious, three millions of 
books giving technical information. 
The best seller is the "Collected 
Works of Lenin,” only fifty thousand 
copies of Karl Marx’s “Capital” against 
sixty million copies of Lenin. That 
Lenin book takes the place of the 
Bible, always the best seller in this 
country. 

Wonderful are German scientists. 
One of them recently explored the at- 
mosphere 40,000 feet up. Another tells 
you that in Greenland the ice is 8,850 
feet deep. 

Greenland, according to those learned 
Germans, is like a great bowl filled 
with ice. 

We should be grateful that water, 
unlike a majority of other substances, 
expands with cold, instead of contract- 
ing. 

If, like iron, copper, etc., water con- 
tracted becoming heavier at low tem- 
perature, the ice would sink to the 
bottom of lukes and rivers, insteud of 
stuying ou top to be melted by the sun. 

Fish could not breed, navigation 
would be difficult or impossible. 

By expanding the ice, instead of con- 
tracting it, thus keeping it ufioat, na 
ture has done us a great favor.

in Private Ownership 

Among our primitive ancestors 
there were no such things ns u will or 
even inheritance by a limited num- 
ber of heirs, b v-mu e there was noth- 
ing to Inherit or to will. All property 
was community property. When *i 
man died lie simply ceased to use the 
common property "pool.” and without 
any formalities the surviving mem- 
bers of the group continued fo make 
use of It. 

When prlvnte ownership of things 
nnd Innd came to Me recognized, the 
governing nnit — village, tribe or state 
— found that It had to take some ac- 
tion when a man died, leaving prop- 
erty. If nothing were done, nnj*one 
who happened to be near or strong 
might seize the ownerless property, 
even though he were n total stranger 
to or even an enemy of its former 
owner. Tribal concepts of fair piny 
came into operation, nnd it wns rec- 
ognized that the dead man’s family 
should hove first claim to his former 
belongings. From this developed the 
customs and laws of Inheritance which 
hnve tnken varied, nnd In some cases, 
very complex forms. In different pnrts 
of the world. — National Geographic 
Society Bulletin.

Father of Observatory 

The entire fund for the construction 
of Lick observatory was given by 
James Lick, an American philan- 
thropist, who was born at Fredericks- 
burg, Pa., in 1700. Formerly a piano 
manufacturer in Philadelphia, Buenos 
Aires, Valparaiso and elsewhere, he 
settled In California in 1847, invested 
in real estate and made n fortune. In 
1874 he placed $3,000,000 in the hands 
of seven trustees to be devoted to cer- 
tain specified public and charitnble 
uses. Among his principal bequests 
were those to the University of Cali- 
fornia for the erection of an observa- 
tory nnd procuring a telescope supe- 
rior nnd larger than any constructed, 
for which §700,000 was given.

Bodily poise is just as important ns 
socinl poise to the really attractive 
woman. Poor posture will spoil the 
effect of the most expensive gown, 
hut If posture is poor, it’s easy to im- 
prove It, Kathleen Howard writes In 
Harper’s Bazaar. 

"Here Is one way to do It,’* she 
writes. “Stand in front of your mir- 
ror, without your clothes, nnd turn 
sideways. You may see reflected a 
bad case of swnyback. If you do. put 
one linnd below your waist on your 
hack and put the other In front, on 
your abdomen.

Huge Herd for Candy 

The production of milk which goes 
annually into the milk chocolate indus- 
try is no mean task. If the cows nec- 
essary to yield the milk could be lined 
up nnd milked in one day there would 
be 4,000,000 botter-than average cows 
in the line.

Purple and High Estate 

Have Long Association 

The word purple came into the lan- 
guage from the Latin purpura, purple. 
It was used in King Alfred's time, and 
designated the dress of an emperor or 
a king. The color was obtained from 
a mollti.sk from which the purple dye 
was derived. Purple is a deep erim- 
*on or scarlet color which some people, 
instead of allowing it to describe the 
color of blood that is the crimson ve- 
nous blood, as distinguished from the 
arterial blood, which Is scarlet, asso- 
ciate as a color purple with violet. 
Purple originally was crimson. By 
the Middle ages, the term was used to 
Indicate many shades of red. and in our 
own time, It designates mixtures of 
red and blue in various proportions 
approaching to crimson on one side, 
and violet on the other. He who Is 
"born in the purple” is one of an im- 
perial or royal family, or by extension, 
of a noble or wealthy family. The 
phrase in purple, used from 1685, des- 
ignates the scarlet color of the official 
dress of a prince of the church — a 
cardinal. 

Violet, as a purplish blue color re- 
sembling that of the violet, dates from 
the time of Sir John de Mandevllle, 
who is stated to have been born in the 
year 1300, and died in the year 1372. 
Literary references to the plant ante- 
date this by about a century, for the 
violet is referred to in the “Tales of 
Arthur and Merlin.” — Literary Digest. 


“Wonders” Foreseen by 

Great Minds Long Ago 

Roger Bacon, bom in 1214, for< -aw 
the coming of the balloon. He thought 
that it would be made of very thin 
metal and filled with liquid fire. It 
was actually more than 300 years be- 
fore the first balloon ascent was made, 
but the first man to ri-e into the air 
did so in a fire balloon. 

The airship provided with a means 
of moving against or across the wind 
was anticipated in the Eighteenth cen- 
tury by Lunardi. who invented a bal- 
loon propelled* by oars. Even in his 
day there were those who foresaw that 
in the future the “oars” would be 
worked by some kind of engine. The 
airplane was foreseen with remark- 
able accuracy by Leonardo da Vinci, 
who, besides being a painter, was a 
renowned mathematician and engineer. 
Wireless was foreseen at least 300 
years ago. The Italian writer. Strada, 
bom in 1572, describes an imaginary 
machine which enabled two friends, 
no matter how far apart, to communi- 
cate with one another. Strada’s imag- 
inary process is almost exactly what 
happens In the most modem telewriter 
or automatic telegraph transmitter. 


Sneezing — God Bless You 

The custom of uttering a benediction 
after a sneeze Is universal. Its origin 
is obscure and each country seems to 
have its own particular legend con- 
cerning It. Among the Romans the 
belief existed that a sneeze expelled 
evil spirits. The sneeze, therefore, 
was regarded somewhat in the light 
of a lucky effort on the part of the 
person to rid his system of evil spirits 
and those present at the time would 
say, “Good luck to you.” There is 
also an old legend that before the 
time of Jacob men sneezed only once 
and then expired. But the patriarch 
interceded in the behalf of man and 
obtained a relaxation of this law on 
condition that a prayer or benediction 
follow every sneeze. Some writers of- 
fer tlds old legend as an explanation 
of the modern sneeze benediction “God 
bless you.” 


Name Traced to Blunder 

The designation of a particular va- 
riety of worsted fabrics as “tweeds” 
is commonly, but erroneously, associ- 
ated with the Scottish river of that 
name. The origin of the word “tweed,” 
however, has no reference to the River 
Tweed, but is said to be due to an 
error on the part of a London clerk, 
who, in the year 1S20. when writing 
out an invoice for these goods, inad- 
vertently wrote the word "tweeds” in- 
stead of "tweels,” the Scottish for 
twills. Orders were placed for more 
“Scottish tweeds,” a novel description 
which immediately won the popular 
favor and became firmly established 
in the clothing trade as a brand of 
quality.

Tribal Customs of Old 

and New Worlds Alike 

From A. D. 45, when the Hungarians 
conquered and enslaved the Magyar^ 
to 802, when the Hungarians were 
split by enemies, the Hungarians con- 
sisted of *ten tribes and It was their 
custom to linve each tribe recognize 
a certain animal or bird as Its sacred 
animal, and in their own language— 
that Is, the Ugor language — they called 
such animal or bird their "totem.” It 
is surprising flint Alaskan and North 
American Indians also call such nn- 
nml or bird by tin* same name. 

And it was the custom -of tbe Hun- 
garians of those days to have each 
man wear some part of the animnl or 
bird which his tribe recognized ns its 
totem In his cap or headgear, in bat- 
tles and battle maneuvers, so that lie 
lie easily distinguishable as to which 
tribe lie belonged. This nlso lias a 
striking resemblance to the custom of 
the North American Indians of wear- 
ing feathers on their lieuds. 

And the name of one of the princi- 
pals of the Kuns was Akos, which in 
their own language meant "white 
cloud." The Kuns were a relative 
people to the Hungarians. — Exchange. 


Sacred Manuscripts in 

Profusion in Chicago 

Rare gosjiel manuscripts, dating 
hack several’ centuries, have come to 
light in the Greek, Armenian and Sy- 
rian colonies of Chicago, the Chicago 
Association of Commerce announces. 
Recent discoveries of important manu- 
scripts have revealed Chicago os a rich 
hunting ground comparable with age- 
old cities of Europe and the Near 
East. 

The latest discovery, which has been 
purchased by the New Testament de- 
partment of the University of Chicago, 
is a Thirteenth-century manuscript of 
the gospels in Greek, and is regarded 
by experts ns being one of the finest 
known pieces of cursive, or running- 
hand script, writing in any collection. 

The manuscript was brought into the 
United States in 101G from Jamina, 
the Albanian city noted for its mo- 
nastic library of the Greek Orthodox 
church. It was found in the posses- 
sion of a Chicago dentist.

A 
nine-inch moth was the leading fea- 
ture of tlie insect collection from tfie 
same locality. The expedition was 
somewhat hampered In Its work hy 
the prevalence of fogs of such density 
as would put the London fog to 
shame. There were days when the 
explorers dnred not to venture a few 
feet from the eave in which they 
made their headquarters.
